
EEOC Ruling 
May Lead to 
Federal Gay 
Protection 
at Work

The Americans with Disabilities Act 
(ADA) protects people with AIDS, other dis¬ 
eases, and disabilities from discrimination 
in the workplace. The U.S. Equal 
Employment Opportunity Commission 
(EEOC) has interpreted “disability” to 
include genetic abnormalities that might 
indicate a higher risk for specific diseases. If 
lesbians and gays are willing to creatively 
argue the issue - and are willing to be con¬ 
sidered “abnormalities” - they may use the 
interpretation to force employment protec¬ 
tions on the federal level. 

The new position on genetic abnormalities was 
included in a technical report quietly released in mid- 
March, after gaining unanimous approved from the five- 
member bipartisan Commission. It is the first federal 
document to declare such discrimination illegal.

ACT UP/LA 
Protests Prez’s Visit; 
k.d. Sings for Him

Although it’s still 18 months away, battle 
lines are being drawn for the 1996 
Presidential election - and campaigner 
President Bill Clinton is fighting hard for 
California’s crown jewel of electoral votes. 

He spent part of the April 8-9 weekend in big-bucks- 
rich Los Angeles just before Senator Bob Dole, his 
expected Republican competition, officially announced 
his already front-runner candidacy. 

But Clinton will not have an easy time taking the 
Golden State. In a speech before the Democratic State 
Convention in Sacramento on Saturday, April 8 he was 
well received, but had to plead with delegates to let him 
speak about his plans to “review” individual Affirmative 
Action programs while still advocating for “diversity” 
in the workplace. 

The more-liberal-than-Clinton delegates later voted 
unanimously to uphold the policy in light of an expect¬ 
ed Pete Wilson-sponsored initiative that would strike 
down the policy, which at times gives preferences to 
women and minorities.

Cannabis

An afternoon protest by sup¬ 
porters of San Francisco’s 
Cannabis Buyers Club drew a 
crowd of about 300 people to 
the Federal Building on 
Monday, April 10. 

The activists later marched from the 
Federal Building past the new City Hall 
at 401 Van Ness Street, to the Opera 
Plaza for a brief rally. 

The protest was organized by mari¬ 
juana activists and others who claim that 
the CBC, a source of medical cannabis 
to people with AIDS and other crippling 
diseases, has been targeted by federal 
agents from the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation and the Drug Enforcement 
Agency.

toward the act itself, but pointed 
toward possibly contentious future 
action on mandatory HIV testing 
for pregnant women and regulation 
of the Food and Drug 
Administration. 

Michael Bilirakis (R-Florida), 
chairman of the Subcommittee on 
Health and Environment, observed 
that it was the group’s first meeting 
on any subject not related to the 
“Contract with America.” More 


than a dozen members attended, an 
unusually large showing for hear¬ 
ings not being televised. 

Longtime subcommittee mem¬ 
bers and supporters Henry 
Waxman (D-Califomia), its former 
chairman, and openly gay Gerry 
Studds (D-Massachusetts) actively 
questioned witnesses.

Meeting Next Wednesday for 
People Scared of Halloween

A Town Hall meeting to discuss the future of 
Halloween in the Castro will be held next 
Wednesday, April 19 at 7:30 p.m. at Metropolitan 
Community Church. 

The annual Halloween show draws an estimat¬ 
ed 500,000 people a year to the neighborhood, but 
community leaders say that the event has grown 
too large and too unsafe in recent years. The pur¬ 
pose of the meeting is <o discuss a variety of man¬ 
agement options for the event. 

The meeting was called by a coalition of 
groups including the Sisters of Perpetual 
Indulgence, Community United Against Violence, 
the Merchants of Upper Market, the Duboce 
Triangle Neighborhood Association, and other 
groups. 

Supervisor Tom Ammiano and representatives 
of Supervisor Carole Migden are expected to 
attend the meeting. 

“People who live and work in the neighbor¬ 
hood have complained about the noise and incon¬ 
venience the event creates,” said Sisters of 
Perpetual Indulgence spokesnun Daan Van Laarz. 
“There are major issues of safety in terms of both 
lives and property. 

“This meeting is an opportunity for people to 
come together to discuss what is working, what 
isn’t, and how we can make it a better event in the 
future,” said Van Laarz. 

Last year more than 50 arrests were made dur¬ 
ing the Halloween celebration, including several 
arrests for felony weapons and assault charges. 


Brian Christiannsen of the Duboce Triangle 
Neighborhood Association said that there was 
growing concern about the impact of half a mil¬ 
lion celebrants on the neighborhood. 

“I feel the neighborhood residents, many of 
whom fear the event, have concluded the neigh¬ 
borhood is too small and vulnerable to handle this 
event in the future,” he said. 

“Halloween effects everyone in the communi¬ 
ty,” said Merchants of Upper Market President 
Barry Hermanson. 

“Mainly the meeting has been called to allow 
everyone the opportunity to express their concerns 
and their ideas. We want to make sure that we as a 
community can do the job to make this a safe 
event,” he said. 

The annual event is organized by the Sisters of 
Perpetual Indulgence, and has included perfor¬ 
mances and musical entertainment. 

Funds for a variety of community groups are 
raised through voluntary donations from partygo- 
ers, who pass through informal gates set up and 
staffed by volunteers at strategic entrances to the 
Castro neighborhood during the Halloween event. 

Safety arrangements have been usually man¬ 
aged by Community United Against Violence in 
cooperation with the police. However, last year 
the group had trouble attracting enough volunteers 
to adequately monitor the event. 

One of the options under discussion, according 
to Van Laarz, will be the possibility of moving the 
event to a non-residential part of the city. 

Everyone is welcome to attend the meeting at 
MCC, located at 150 Eureka Street in the Castro. ▼ 


Gay Democratic Activist 
Richmond Young Dies at 43 

Migden: His Named Deserved To Be in Lights

Gay community political 
leader and longtime AIDS 
activist Richmond Young died 
April 8, his 43 birthday, of 
AIDS-related complications. 

The former president of the 
Stonewall Gay Democratic 
Club, Young was a founding 
member of the Clinton-Gore 
Democratic Club and a Clinton 

delegate to the 1992 

Democratic Convention. He 
was appointed earlier this year 
as District Attorney Arlo 
Smith’s delegate to the San 
Francisco Democratic 

Committee, and previously 
served as a delegate to the 
California Democratic Council. 

Young also previously 

served as vice president for 

political affairs of the Alice B. 
Toklas Lesbian and Gay 
Democratic Club. In the 1980s, 
he was extremely active in the 
Molinari for Mayor and Gary 
Hart for President political 
campaigns. 

“Richmond Young was one 
of the most dedicated, thought¬ 
ful and compassionate citizens 
our community has ever 
known,” said Supervisor Angela 


Alioto. 

Alioto appointed Young to 
the HIV Youth Advisory 
Committee in 1993, in recogni¬ 
tion of his commitment and 
concern for youth. 

“Through his work on AIDS 
issues and gay and lesbian 
rights, Richmond helped make 
the quality of life for people in 
San Francisco and throughout 
California so much better,” 
Alioto told the B.A.R. “His 
death was needless, and I will 
personally miss him very 
much.” 

Lesbian and gay officials 
also mourn Young’s death. 

“He really was one of the 
most selfless and kind people 
our community has known,” 
said Supervisor Carole Migden. 
“His name wasn’t necessarily 
always up there in lights - but it 
deserved to be, because he was 
always there to carry our com¬ 
munity’s issues. 

“I’m personally very deeply 
saddened that we’ve lost him,” 
Migden said. 

Young was a “dedicated and 
tenacious” gay political leader, 
said Supervisor Tom Ammiano. 

“I always admired and 
respected Richmond Young,” 


Ammiano said. “He had very 
strong beliefs and convictions, 
and I admired and respected 
him. He also kept a sense of 
humor.” 

Born in San Francisco, 
Young was raised and educated 
in Marin County and worked 
for many years as legal editor 
for Commercial Clearing House 
in San Rafael. 

Young was extremely active 
in Dignity, an organization of 
gay Roman Catholics, and was 
preceded in death by his close 
friend and godfather Kevin 
Calegari, the former Dignity 
national president. 

Young is survived by his 
partner of 12 years, Peter 
Geiger; his sisters, Patsy Griffin 
Young and Elizabeth Young, 
both of Sonoma County; his 
brother John of Lagunitas; and 
many other relatives and 
friends. 

A Dignity service of remem¬ 
brance will be held on Sunday, 
April 23 at 2 p.m. at Seventh 
Avenue Presbyterian Church, 
1329 Seventh Avenue, San 
Francisco.

United States House of 
Representatives Speaker Newt 
Gingrich hopes his half-sister 
Candace enjoys her stint as a 
Grand Marshal of San Francisco’s 
1995 Freedom Day Parade, the 
largest lesbian and gay pride cele¬ 
bration in the world. 

Gingrich, who believes that 
homosexuality is a condition 
like alcoholism and recently 
called for a return to a ban on 
gays in the military, “thinks it 
will be a real fun thing for her to 
do,” according to his 
spokesman, Allan Lipsett. 

“He mentioned it briefly,” 
Lipsett told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “Other than that he 
didn’t have any substantive 
comment. 

“He’s glad to see his sister 
enjoying what she’s doing.” 

The Georgia Republican 
recently called for Congres¬ 
sional hearings on what he 
called the gay rights “agenda” - 
including the use of federal 
funds to provide services such as 
gay support and crises counsel¬ 
ing services in public schools. 

Marshals, artists 

The three other grand mar¬ 
shals named for this year’s cele¬ 
bration are filmmaker Pratibha 



Parmar; Dragonsani Renteria, 
the director of the San Francisco 
Deaf Gay and Lesbian Center; 
and Jose Sarria, the well-known 
Widow Norton. 

Besides her work at DGLC, 
Renteria is the editor of CTN, a 
newsletter for lesbians and gays 
with hearing loss. Parmar, now 
based in London, has made such 
award-winning films as Khush, 
about South African gays and 
lesbians, and Warrior Marks, in 
collaboration with writer Alice 


Walker. That film examines the 
practice of female genital mutila¬ 
tion, such as clitoridectomy and 
vulvectomy, around the world. 

Sarria, an entertainer in San 
Francisco and venues during the 
195()s, was the first openly gay 
man to mn for San Francisco 
supervisor, in 1961. He is current¬ 
ly working on his autobiography. 

The June 18 parade is 
expected to draw a half million 
people to the anniversary cele¬ 
bration. T

Fraud Task Force Issues Warning On AIDS Ads 


According to David J. 
Martin, chair of the California 
AIDS Fraud Task Force, as 
much as $10 million was spent 
on fraudulent AIDS/HIV health 
care products and treatments 
last year. 

Martin said that figure 
includes advocates of traditional 
as well as alternative healthcare, 
and urges readers to protect 
themselves since newspapers 


(including the Bay Area 
Reporter) cannot absolutely 
determine the integrity of those 
placing ads. 

Martin suggests that people 
consult their healthcare profes¬ 
sionals before using any treat¬ 
ment, and says, “There is not yet 
a cure for HIV/AIDS. Any 
claim to the contrary is fraudu¬ 
lent.” 

According to the CAFTF, 


which is funded by the U.S. 
Food and Drug Administration, 
fraudulent advertising can 
induce those with HIV disease 
or AIDS to jeopardize their 
health and squander their money 
on worthless or harmful prod¬ 
ucts or treatments. T

Sissy Spaceout Dies at 39

Sissy Spaceout, Empress XX 
de San Francisco, died of AIDS- 
related complications at San 
Francisco General Hospital on 
Saturday, April 8. 

A 14-year resident of San 
Francisco, Spaceout was born 
Steven Craig Lindsay on 
December 11, 1955 in Portland, 
Oregon. 

Lindsay reigned as head of 
the San Francisco Imperial 
Court system in 1984. 

“He was one of the youngest 
Empresses ever elected,” said 
Bill Harrison, also known as 
Ginger XIII, a former Empress 
of the ICS. 

“The first time I met him was 
at the Twin Peaks Bar in the 
Castro,” Harrison recalled. “We 
had a political argument - and 
were friends ever since.” 

Harrison told the Bay Area 
Reporter that Lindsay 
approached him “out of the 
blue” in 1983, and asked for 
help in entering the race for 
Empress. 

“I told him he’d never been 
in drag before, but he said never 
mind that, he wanted me to help 
him. So I did,” Harrison said. 

The 1983 race had five can¬ 
didates, and Lindsay lost. 

“Remy beat him,” Harrison 
said. “But he ran again the next 
year and won hands down. It 
was an era of outlandish cos¬ 


tumes and actions and a great 
deal of attention to various char¬ 
ities in the city.” 

Lindsay also served on the 
boards of a variety of communi¬ 
ty groups including the Cable 
Car Awards, the Lesbian and 
Gay Freedom Day Parade 
Celebration, and the Tavern 
Guild Foundation. 

Lindsay made real efforts to 
make sure that all segments of 
the lesbian and gay community, 
from women to leather groups, 
received equal representation 
and treatment, according to his 


longtime friend Hydie Downard. 

Preceded in death by his. 
mother Dorothy, Lindsay is sur¬ 
vived by his lover Dylan 
Norton; his father and stepmoth¬ 
er, Don and Helen Lindsay of 
North Carolina; a brother, Scott 
Lindsay of Rio Vista, 
California; and many friends 
and associates. 

A high Imperial Court state 
funeral and memorial service is 
scheduled for Saturday, April 22 
at Trinity Episcopal Church at 
Gough and Bush. Sissy will be 
in drag. ▼ 


Temporary Restraining Order 
Revoked in ‘Stalking’

A Superior Court judge has 
thrown out a case brought by a 
bisexual San Francisco man 
who claims a former friend is 
stalking him, but the plaintiff 
has since filed an amended 
order to show cause for harass¬ 
ment. 

A Friday, April 7 Superior 


Court hearing determined that 
plaintiff James A. Carney, Jr. 
failed to establish “clear and 
convincing evidence” that he 
was being stalked by Contra 
Costa Deputy Mark A. 
Windeler, and the case was 
thereby dismissed. The court 
also revoked a temporary 
restraining order against 
Windeler. 


However, on Monday, April 
10 Carney filed an amended 
order to show cause, demanding 
that Windeler appear again at 9 
a.m. on April 28 - before the 
same judge - on the same mat¬ 
ter. Carney says technicalities 
resulted in the case being 
thrown out. 

Windeler, who is on duty

Criminals who damage pri¬ 
vate institutional or public 
property in hate-motivated 
attacks could be charged with 
hate crimes under new legisla¬ 
tion that passed out of the state 
Senate’s Criminal Procedure 
committee last week. Senate 
Bill 911, authored by state 
Senator Milton Marks of San 
Francisco, would close a loop¬ 
hole in California hate crimes 
statutes and also allow the 
governor to issue rewards in 
unsolved hate crimes. 

Marks’s legislation was 
spurred by a widely reported 
vandalism attack by Stanford 
University student athletes and 
fraternity members against the 
university’s world-famous gay 
and lesbian pride sculpture last 
April. 

Although felony vandalism 
charges were filed against two 
students because damage to the 
famed George Segal sculpture 
exceeded $10,000, the Santa 
Clara County District 
Attorney’s office was unable to 
file hate crimes charges in the 
anti-gay incident. 

“Under current law, hate 
crimes are limited to individual 
victims and their property. 
Senator Marks’s legislation 
would create a new category of 
hate crime to protect the proper¬ 
ty of public or private institu¬ 
tions from hate motivated vio¬ 
lence,” said Mike Bosia, 
Marks’s San Francisco chief of 
staff. 

The legislation now goes to 
the Senate Appropriations 
Committee and will be consid¬ 
ered by the full Senate in May. 

“The Stanford incident 
brought to our attention a seri¬ 
ous deficiency that could be 
exploited by hate groups and 
chill cooperation between coali¬ 
tions advocating for civil 
rights,” said Bosia. 

He said current law failed to 
protect institutions like grass¬ 
roots community centers that 
provide offices to a variety of 
civil rights groups, which leaves 
them vulnerable to attack. 

Although such property 
crimes are currently charged 
without hate crimes enhance¬ 
ments, the addition of such 
charges will lengthen jail sen¬ 
tences by up to three years. 

Bosia is senior consultant to 
Marks’s subcommittee on hate 
crimes, and is the prime author 
of the legislation, which was 
drafted in consultation with 
local hate crimes experts. 

The measure would also 
allow the governor to authorize 
rewards of up to $50,000 in hate 
motivated attacks based on race, 
religion, and sexual orientation, 
said local hate violence expert 
Jill Tregor. 

Tregor, the executive direc¬ 
tor of Intergroup Clearing¬ 
house, a hate violence reduction 
group, cited the attempted mur¬ 
der of Victor Rohana in an anti¬ 
gay shooting incident last 
October as the kind of hate 
crime that justified such a large 
award. 

Tregor said police believe the 
attempted murder may have 
been gang-related, and even the 
$25,000 award offered by 
Mayor Frank Jordan and 
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Sen. Milton Marks 


District Attorney Arlo Smith 
was not enough to convince 


someone connected to a gang to 
risk their life and turn in the per¬ 
petrators. 

‘The police department feels 
very strongly that if such a sig¬ 
nificant reward had been 
offered, someone would have 
stepped forward,” Tregor said. 

Tregor and Community 
United Against Violence direc¬ 
tor Lester Olmsted-Rose both 
testified before the subcommit¬ 
tee about the need for the legis¬ 
lation. 

In cases where prison sen¬ 
tences are not appropriate, 
according to Tregor, Marks’s 
proposed law would require 
individuals convicted of hate 
crimes to receive “prejudice 
reduction” counseling and 
would require community ser¬ 
vice and restitution as part of 
their probation. T

Stni Taxation, Still 
Without Representation 


W 


hoever first made 
the statement “You 
get what you pay 
for” almost certain¬ 
ly didn’t say it 
around tax time. 

Or else they weren’t gay. 

In case it* had escaped anyone’s 
attention, it’s time to face the annual 
drudgery of tabulating taxes - and then 
sending them to the IRS to be distrib¬ 
uted to those who hate us and litigate 
against us. And if conservatives think 
they have reason to complain about high 
taxes, we invite them to consider how 
we feel, knowing how many of our dol¬ 
lars will go to fund the so-called Justice 
Department’s ongoing defense of the 
“Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” military ban, 
and to the Pentagon that promulgated it. 

At the same time, an ever-diminish¬ 
ing amount will go to schools, whose 
job it is to teach American children 
something the Republicans don’t want 
mentioned these days; that taxation 
without representation is tyranny. 


Lon Mabon of the mis-named 
Colorado for Family Values (backers of 
the state’s anti-gay Amendment Two) is 
quoted in the most recent issue of the 
always entertaining Monk magazine as 
saying books like Heather Has Two 
Mommies (poor beleaguered thing) have 
no place in public libraries. We dis¬ 
agree, based on simple math. 

According to statistics we consider ' 
the most reliable to date, approximately 
nine percent of the population is lesbian 
or gay, and they are paid, on average, 
about 20 percent less than heterosexu¬ 
als. Fundamentalists counter that we are 
only about one percent, and make about 
30 percent more. But in any case, one 
can deduce that we pay between 1.3 and 
7.2 percent of the taxes in this country 
(except, of course, that the rules are 
slanted toward families - and are set to 
get even more so - so the percentage is 
even higher). 

Now that that is established, it puts 
the Amendment Two question into a new 
context. That ballot measure and its vari¬ 


ous clones mandate taxation without rep¬ 
resentation when they attempt to remove 
gay studies and books from publicly- 
funded schools and libraries. (They call it 
“promoting” homosexuality.) Knowing 
what we know, it’s obvious that in the 
interest of fairness and representation 
somewhere between 1.3 and 7.2 library 
books should be on lesbian and gay sub¬ 
jects; a similar percentage of history 
class time should be about lesbian and 
gay history; and that number of teachers 
and counselors should be homosexual. 
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We can’t stop thinking about per¬ 
centages, probably because of the tax 
forms we’re faced with, but also possi¬ 
bly because of the elections that were 
held in Los Angeles Tuesday. 

As usual, an appallingly low number 
of registered voters were practicing vot¬ 
ers - fewer than 12 percent, in fact. That 
is obscene. Some countries penalize cit¬ 
izens who don’t take democracy serious¬ 
ly enough to make it to the polls; we’re 
warming to the idea of implementing 
similar measures here. It is probably 
wrong to hand out cash at the ballot box, 
but perhaps those who can prove they 
participated in the process could get a 
tax - there’s that word again - break. 

(But that’s a problem, too. Tax 
breaks for families, as pushed by the 
GOP, aren’t going to help the poorest 
families and the ones that need help 
most. Those families are living in their 
cars and only dreaming of jobs where 
taxpaying could be a possibility.) 

Low election turnouts can be disas¬ 
trous for us, as we learned last 
November when the GOP sweep threat¬ 
ened to destroy our way of life. It has 
done so in a variety of ways, of course, 
the most recent of which is by making 
us consider the possibility that the 
always annoying Newt Gingrich will 
continue to be both Speaker of the 
House and Talker on the TV. 

His “I-am-not-a-presidential-candi- 
date-but-I-play-one-on-television” 
appearance last Friday was meant to be 
calming, as far as we could tell, but was 
spooky and unearthly. Did anyone else 
notice how much he looked like Pat 
Robertson? We chalk it up to the phe¬ 
nomenon that people start to look like 
their pets; all we want to know now is 
who’s holding which end of that leash. 

His overly made-up face and artifi¬ 
cial manner fit in perfectly with the rest 
of the program, all of which was about 
initial cosmetic appearance instead of 
the smelly mess underneath. For those 
who (mercifully) missed it. Newt had 
the slick patter of a crooked aluminum 
siding salesman who will disappear just 
before the walls come tumbling down - 
and why shouldn’t he, with a contract 
that unfair in his pocket? 

As he proudly went over the things 
he and his gang have done in the last 
100 days, we wondered if he really can’t 
see the cataclysm that full ratification of 
the contract would bring about. And as 
he displayed his copy of it, we remem¬ 
bered two lines from Cyndi Lauper’s 
911: “You can’t wrap fire in paper/And 
you can’t rap your way out of here.” ▼

J we’ve been living a fundamental 

contradiction. On one hand we’ve 
I been telling people with HIV that 

I ^ I they have a long life ahead, and that 

they can thrive. On the other hand, 
we’ve been trying to convince men not to pass on 
or get HIV, because it’s a fatal disease. 

This is just one of the reasons it’s been hard to 
focus our energies on HIV prevention. How can we 
take care of the sick and the well at the same time? 

The answer is not easy, but it’s simple: we 
must. For unless we redouble our efforts to stop 
the spread of HIV, we risk losing a whole new 
generation to the same tragedy that many of us 
already face on a daily, nightmarish basis. 

But whose job is it? And what can be done? 

The job is all of ours. It’s up to each and every 
one of us, whether we’re HIV-negative or HIV¬ 
positive or we don’t know our status. Whether we 
own a gay newspaper, or we work or volunteer for 
an AIDS agency, or we serve drinks at a bar, or 
work in a bank, or sell dresses, or cut hair. It’s 
important that we let our friends and lovers know 
that we care about them and we want them to care 
about us. The benefits far outweigh the discomfort 
we may feel in asking each other if we’re staying 
safe, or encouraging each other to do so. 

We’ve shown ourselves that prevention can 
make a difference. That we are capable of reduc¬ 
ing our risk in dramatic ways. The data show it 
clearly: while 8,000 gay men became infected 
each year in the early ’80s, 650 will likely become 
infected this year. That’s obviously a vast 
improvement, but there is much more to be done. 

What can we do? There is, again, no easy answer. 
There are certainly tools we can and do use; outreach, 
small group worlihops, community-organizing with 
merchants, referrals, media, one-on-one peer and 
professional counseling. We have more services 
available in San Francisco than most places in the 
world. We have a system that, despite imperfections, 
allows different organizations to play to their 
strengths and coordinate with each other. The HIV 
Prevention Planning Council is working to make sure 
that we spend our very few dollars as well as we can. 
One thing is certain: if we rely exclusively on agen¬ 
cies to meet our needs, and don’t take the responsi¬ 
bility to take care of ourselves, we’ll lose the war. 

No single solution wilt work. There is no silver 
bullet. That’s because for some of us, a simple 
brochure was enough to get us to stay safe; for 
others, it took a group workshop; for others, even 
individual therapy hasn’t been enough. It’s also 
because some of us are young, and just now learn¬ 
ing what we want from sex and our partners and 
how to assert ourselves. Many of us are dulling 
our sense of pain through drugs and alcohol, 
which impair our judgment. Others of us are men 
of color who have felt that AIDS programs had lit¬ 
tle relevance to our needs. Still others of us are 
grieving over innumerable and painful losses and 
have given up hope and the will to survive. 

But that doesn’t mean we have to start from 
scratch. To the contrary, we need to constructively 
look at our successes and our failures, at what we’ve 
done well that we can build on and what we need to 
do better. To ignore both our collective experience, 
and that of years of research into health promotion, 
would be an arrogant and tragic mistake. 

No one ever said it was going to be easy, but 
unless we make prevention a priority, it’ll get a lot 
harder. Join us. T

GLAAD All Over: Not the Same 

Inside the April 6 edition, a B.A.R. headline noted 
that “almost half a million dollars” was raised at the 
annual GLAAD Media Awards in Los Angeles. Another 
story ran on the B.A.R.’s front page in December 1994, 
heralded by a huge banner headline announcing that 
Barbra Streisand would be hosting a screening of her 
film Serving in Silence to “benefit GLAAD.” 

Neither of these news stories distinguished between 
the GLAAD national organization, which is headquar¬ 
tered in New York and Los Angeles, and the San 
Francisco Bay Area chapter that serves this community. 
It is vital for B.A.R. readers to understand that none of 
the money raised at these events benefited this chap¬ 
ter; rather, these fundraisers and others like them pro¬ 
vide a major part of the support for work being done by 
GLAAD elsewhere. 

The December story was extremely prominent even 
to a person only glancing at the paper. We have reason to 
believe that that piece, which appeared during peak char¬ 
itable giving season, may have caused folks who receive 
numerous end-of-the-year appeals to believe that we at 
GLAAD/SFBA were rolling in money and did not need 
any of the limited funds each person has available to sup¬ 
port queer activism. Believe me, nothing could be further 
from the truth, and we fear that the recent story will only 
reinforce this misimpression. As we battle the rise of hate 
radio and the radical right in general, strive to encourage 
fair and accurate representations of our lives, and 
empower this community with the information necessary 
for critical media consumption and activism (see our col¬ 
umn in this very newspaper!), we need the generous sup¬ 
port of all who can give it more than ever.

Landlord Woes 

Misinformation continues on Proposition I. Are 
roommates covered or not? Attorney Stephen Collier 
(Letters, March 9) quotes a portion of the ordinance 
which infers that they are not. When several other attor¬ 
neys gave me this advice, I wrote to City Attorney 
Louise Renne and was told “The Ordinance has always 
applied to individuals who rent rooms in their homes, 
but prior to Prop. I, there was an exception for those who 
rented fewer than four rooms. That exception no longer 
exists.” The Rent Board has also confirmed this to be 
true. Thus, if I rent you a bedroom in my home, you are 
my tenant and covered by the ordinance! Of course, 
there is a way around it. If your entire home is shared 
equally by all roommates, then you would probably be 
exempt, and the city attorney has recommended that I 
have all my roommates sign a statement to this effect. 
The problem is, without written rental agreements, 
which few of us have, the decisibn as to whether you are 
“sharing the house” or merely “renting a room,” if con¬ 
tested, is subject to the decision of the Rent Board. We 
all know that when relationships deteriorate, a “sharing 
roommate” could easily become a “boarder,” so when 
you finally get the nerve to ask him to leave, the law says 
you cannot do so, and you, the homeowner or master 
tenant in a low-rent flat, can no longer choose with 
whom you share your bathroom.

More On Prop I 

I would like to take this opportunity to clear up sev¬ 
eral misconceptions about recent changes made by the 
voters in our rent control laws. Proposition I expands the 
protections of the Rent Stabilization Ordinance to owner 
occupied buildings with four or less rental units previ¬ 
ously exempt from rent controls. The voters adopted 
Proposition I in November. 

I strongly supported this change, which received its 
highest numbers of votes from lesbian and gay identified 
precincts. Some misguided individuals have reported 
that Proposition I in some way negatively impacts les¬ 
bian and gay tenants when the exact opposite is the truth. 

At a hearing before the Board’s Housing and Land 
Use Committee on Thursday March 9, 1995 both the 
city attorney and the Director of the Rent Stabilization 
Board again testified that nothing in Proposition I pre¬ 
vented domestic partners from moving in to displace 
roommates or changed the ability of individual property 
owners or master tenants to choose roommates in their 
own dwelling. Several witnesses cited specific language 
in the rent ordinance that exempted roommates from the 
“just cause” eviction requirement of the law. The city 
attorney’s office also confirmed this exception to “just 
cause” eviction requirements for roommates. 

The lack of specific language equating domestic 
partners and spiouses is in the rent ordinance adopted in 
1979 and amended in 1984. This was because domestic 
partners registration only began in 1991. In my third 
month in office, I am working with my colleagues to 
amend the law to include equality for domestic partners. 

I hope that this information clears up any misunder¬ 
standing about Proposition I and how it effects lesbian 
and gay tenants.

But I am proud to be 
from Colorado and Crested Butte in particular.

Bad Experience at Golden Gate U. 

I would like to congratulate Allan Gidley for receiv¬ 
ing the Golden Gate University Alumni Association’s 
Distinguished Service Award (Kent Brandley, “Gidley 
Honored by Golden Gate U.,” March 2). Gidley’s work 


is a testimony to the compassion and generosity of our 
community. 

However, I must take exception to his characterization 
of Golden Gate University as “supportive, enlightened, 
and progressive.” As an employee with AIDS at Golden 
Gate University, I experienced a rare blend of ignorance 
and ineptness. During my exit interview, before leaving 
on disability, I was intentionally given inaccurate infor¬ 
mation concerning the terms and conditions of my 
employee benefits. When I was later denied Golden Gate 
University’s disability insurance because of a pre-existing 
condition clause, I found the Office of Faculty and Staff 
Human Resources/EEO to be anything but supportive. In 
fact, several employees have contacted me to offer advice 
and support; yet they have insisted on anonymity because 
they fear retribution from that Office. 

As Golden Gate University casts about for sorely 
needed foundation grants and alumni donors, one should 
expect more sunny press releases. Let’s be clear about 
one thing: in spite of the kind actions of individuals, the 
administration of Golden Gate University is no friend to 
people with AIDS. Finally, I would like to urge gay and 
lesbian alumni to donate money to an AIDS charity in 
lieu of contributions to Golden Gate University; the 
University must realize that AIDS discrimination is 
never cost-effective.

Covert lives breed liars and dissem¬ 
blers. Peter Tachell, leader of OutRage, deserves kudos 
for his bravery in confronting the closeted clerics of 
Great Britain. I hope some of the gay/lesbian Bishops of 
the Episcopal Church in the United States get outed.

Wilson’s Reversal 

As a board member of the Lesbian and Gay Rights 
Chapter (LGRC) of the American Civil Liberties Union 
of Northern California, I read with interest the B.A.R.’s 
article about Governor Wilson’s reinstatement of the 
former policy against adoption by unmarried couples. 
Unfortunately, the article omitted some important facts. 

In 1987, the Department of Social Services (DSS) 
violated many procedural requirements of the California 
Government Code when it established the former adop¬ 
tion policy by merely sending out an all county letter. 
(See Gov. Code, § 11346 et seq. [procedures for estab¬ 
lishing administrative regulations].) This policy com¬ 
pelled all licensed adoption agencies and the DSS to rec¬ 
ommend against any adoption by an unmarried couple, 
regardless of the child’s best interest. 

In 1993 and 1994, the LGRC worked to change the 
policy. Board members of the LGRC circulated a peti¬ 
tion, met several times with high-level DSS officials, 
and formally challenged the policy. 

In response to the LGRC’s efforts, the DSS changed 
the policy in December 1994. The 1994 policy required 
all licensed adoption agencies and the DSS to apply to 
adoption by an unmarried couple the same standard used 
for adoption by a married couple: the child’s best interest. 
In putting forward the 1994 policy, the DSS specifically 
conceded that the 1987 policy should have b^n estab¬ 
lished as a regulation in compliance with Government 
Code provisions. Also, the DSS stated that the 1987 poli¬ 
cy was not appropriate and should be discontinued. 

Governor Wilson’s recent reversal of the 1994 policy 
reflects bigotry against lesbian and gay couples, who 
cannot marry under current law. Also, the reinstatement 
of the 1987 policy is illegal because the 1987 policy was 
never properly promulgated.

The Roberta Factor 


hen former 

Supervisor Rober¬ 
ta Achtenberg, 
now an assistant 
secretary at the Department of 
Housing and Urban 
Development in D.C. (the 
highest-ranking position held 
by a gay or lesbian in the 
Clinton administration), sud¬ 
denly began calling just about 
anyone who is anyone on the

San Francisco political scene 
to inform them that she was 
going to run for mayor of our 
fair city, she threw a big politi¬ 
cal monkey wrench into an 
already murky race. 

Achtenberg, who resigned 
from the Board of Supervisors 
in the middle of her term to 
take the HUD job, needed the 
help of a lot of big-name 
politicians (Dianne Feinstein 
and Barbara Boxer, to name a 
couple) to gain confirmation in 
the Senate by a 53-31 vote, 
after one of the most bitter 
debates ever seen on the 
Senate floor. Many are voicing 
annoyance (to put it mildly) 
that she is now leaving her post 
after only two years to make a 
run for SF’s highest office. 

Angela Alioto has already 
announced her designs on the 
job once held by her father and 
claims that Achtenberg’s can¬ 
didacy is only going to help 
current Mayor Frank Jordan 
and will be viewed by locals as 
“a purely ambitious move.” 
Alioto would have the most to 
lose if Roberta runs. The super¬ 
visor relies heavily on the 
women’s vote as well as the 
gay/lesbian vote. 

Other potential candidates 
(former Mayor Art Agnos, for 
example) who are waiting for 
Willie Brown to make up his 
mind, are also reportedly 
unhappy about Achtenberg’s 
decision. Brown, who says he 
will let the world know some¬ 
time next month if he wants to 
be our mayor, could also be 
hurt by Achtenberg, since the 
two would very likely draw 
support from the same liberal 
voters. 

Some of those contacted last 
weekend by Achtenberg tell 
me that she left little doubt that 
she will be “in the race very 
soon.” (“Roberta didn’t ask if 
she should run; she specifically 
said she is most definitely run¬ 
ning.”) They also confided that 
she seemed not at all bothered 
by whom she might be facing - 
even Willie Brown. 

Interestingly, a number of 
high-profile, politically active 
gays and lesbians have already 
committed themselves to the 
Speaker (when he makes his 
grand pronouncement, that is) 
and are reluctant to jump to 
Achtenberg. In addition, many 
of those loyal to Supervisor 
Carole Migden have reportedly 
cut a deal to support Brown, 
who would then throw his sup¬ 
port to Migden for his 
Assembly seat. Migden is defi¬ 
nitely in a spot; she’s commit¬ 
ted to Brown’s possible candi¬ 
dacy but definitely does not 
want to be seen as someone 
who hindered Achtenberg from 
becoming mayor. 


Although Roberta 

Achtenberg would have to 
come back here soon to get a 
real campaign under way, some 
gays and lesbians are telling 
me that they would immediate¬ 
ly turn to her; that cannot make 
Willie Brown or Angela Alioto 
very happy. If the former supe 
cannot be talked out of entering 
the mayoral fray (and the effort 
is being strongly made by 
some) and Alioto, Agnos, 
and/or Willie Brown jump in as 
well, Frank Jordan would take 
the moderate vote and proba¬ 
bly become the runoff favorite. 
One checkbook Democrat told 
me this week that he has 
become so annoyed at the 
scrambling of “liberal” candi-

dates that he is about ready to 
commit to the mayor. 

Until Roberta makes her 
candidacy official, I tend to 
think she’s still testing the 
waters. However, two of the 
city’s best-known, most 
respected lesbians, who carry 
quite a bit of political weight, 
told me at dinner Monday 
night that they would “back 
Roberta in a minute” and were 
urging her to throw her hat in 
the ring. 

Indeed, in some gay and les¬ 
bian circles, the sounds of 
“Run, Roberta, Run” are 
beginning to be heard.

And in LA on the same 
night, Bette Midler, Melissa 
Etheridge, Melissa Manchester 
apd other singing stars put on a 
concert at the Wiltern Theatre 
that brought in $360,000 for 
the LA Shanti Project. 
Elizabeth Taylor was ill and 
couldn’t attend - but sent a per¬ 
sonal check for more than 
$50,000.

A Taxing Time

ome days my memory 
^ serves me better than 
- ) others. For instance, if 

I had properly remem¬ 
bered how miserable I was a 
year ago rushing to get my taxes 
calculated, I would not have 
waited - once again - until this 
final week to be filling out my 
1040 form. 

Of course. I’m still looking 
for Schedule Q - you know, the 


form with the Queerdratic 
Equation which allows each of 
us to figure out our 
Discrimination Deduction. Only 
those with full rights and privi¬ 
leges should pay full taxes, 
don’t you think? 

Is this what is meant by “spe¬ 
cial rights?’’ The “special” right 
to pay full price for only partial 
protection under the law? I think 
not. So, as usual. I’m trying to 
figure out what percentage of 
my taxes I ought to pay based on 
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the percent of a citizen I am 
under the law. 

As an English-speaking, lit¬ 
erate, white lesbian, I figure I’m 
only 83 percent citizen. My edu¬ 
cation and skin color work “for” 
me in this equation, but my eco¬ 
nomic worth as a woman and 
my sexual deviance, which 
would not allow me much pro¬ 
tection (physical or legal), have 
me figuring I ought to claim a 
17 percent deduction on my fed¬ 
eral taxes. 

Next year. I’ll plan ahead, 
with enough time to actually 
find, or at least create. Schedule 
Q. Until then. I’ll just do what I 
always do: tell the IRS where I 
want my money going. This 
year, perhaps, after years of 
insis'ting that none of my money 
go to the Department of 
Defensb, I will urge the IRS to 
send my taxes in the direction of 
the gay men and lesbians so 
proudly serving in the military. 
But then, of course, they’d have 
to ask, wouldn’t they? And we 
know what would happen next. 
My taxes would pay for the 
hearing and dismissal of those 
officers, and eventually my tax 
dollars would fund the legal 
defense of the Pentagon’s bigot¬ 
ed policy. 

Maybe if I earmark my tax 
dollars for the National 
Endowment for the Arts - oh, 
never mind. 

Last year, I designated my 
funds to help pay the salary of 
“that damned lesbian Roberta 
Achtenberg.” But, if rumor 


serves me, Roberta may not be 
on the federal payroll much 
longer. At least when it comes to 
voting. I’m a full citizen: one 
queer vote equals one straight 
vote. Run, Roberta, Run! 

Roberta on my mind 

Though I have only my 
memory to guide me, I think 
Roberta would make a terrific 
mayor. Then again, I also think 
it’s a terrible time to become 
this city’s mayor. 

Not too long ago, I heard a 
friend of General Colin Powell 
tell an interviewer on National 
Public Radio that Powell would¬ 
n’t run for president because he 
wanted to keep his image untar¬ 
nished. He feared running, even 
winning, would put him under 
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so much scrutiny that it would 
undermine the way he would be 
remembered. 

Roberta may be the only liv¬ 
ing politician I really trust, the 
only one I fully believe in. I 
respect others, support their 
agendas, recognize their ways as 
an end, but only Roberta has 
convinced me that she acts fully 
out of conviction. 

Though I have little knowl¬ 
edge of what Roberta has been 
doing in Washington, my mem¬ 
ory of Roberta is clear and con¬ 
vincing - she’s hard-working, 
tactful, efficient and fair-mind¬ 


ed. 

When she was on the board 
of supervisors and I was cover¬ 
ing City Hall, Roberta seemed 
to be the hardest to get a word 
from. She wasn’t particularly 
chatty or outgoing. She was far 
more focused on the issues than 
the posturing, the public rela¬ 
tions, and the press releases. She 
couldn’t care less what I was 
writing about, and I’m not sure 
she could remember my name 
the way many of the other 
supervisors could. 

I remember admiring all that. 
I saw her relative disinterest in 
me and my work as a fundamen¬ 
tal belief in what she was doing. 
She trusted me to do my job 
while she did hers. Maybe that’s 
twisted. Maybe my memory 
does me, and Roberta, a disser¬ 
vice. 

But the image I have of 
Roberta is strong. Perhaps, if 
she actually has to muck it up 
with special interests or com¬ 
promise during the budget cuts, 
I may find my memory shat¬ 
tered. 

Well, I for one am willing to 
take that risk if you are, 
Roberta! This city needs some¬ 
one with more compassion that 
posturing and more conviction 
than campaigning. 

As I said before, some days 
my memory serves me better 
than others. A year ago I 
pledged I’d fill out my tax return 
ahead of time.

Study: One Quarter of 

U.S. Hate Crime Victims are Gay 


A tally of hate crimes released by the 
Klanwatch Project of the Southern Poverty Law 
Center March 31 indicates gays and lesbians were 
victims of 25 percent of bias-related assaults in the 
United States - and nearly two-thirds of such mur¬ 
ders - last year. 

The Montgomery, Alabama-based group cata¬ 
logued 228 assaults based on the victim’s ethnici¬ 
ty, sexual orientation, and religion - more than a 
fourth higher than the number they found in 1993 
- but said bias-related murders were down 67 per¬ 


cent, from 30 to 18. 

Klanwatch also used the occasion of the 
report’s release to bring attention to the growth of 
the Aryan Nations, a white supremacist group that 
is now operating in at least 18 states (up from three 
in 1993) and in Europe. 

Klanwatch Project Director Danny Welch said 
Aryan Nations has apparently gained from the 
decline of other, similar groups.

For the first time in the history of the 
National Institutes of Health, lesbians will 
be included in a major medical study. The 
$628 million, 15-year Women’s Health 
Initiative project will involve more than 
160,()(X) women ages 50 to 79 in 40 cities 
across the United States, including San Jose 
and Oakland. 

‘The WHI will attempt to redress many 
of the inequities in women’s health research 
and provide practical information to 
women and their physicians about hormone 
replacement therapy, dietary patterns, and 
calcium/vitamin D supplements,” accord¬ 
ing to a spokesperson from the Women’s 
Health Initiative. 

This is especially significant for lesbians 
since the sexual orientation of respondents 
will be included in the study of osteoporo¬ 
sis, heart disease, and prevention behavior 
in post-menopausal women. 


“This is a result of all our efforts,” said 
Dr. Katherine A. O’Hanlan, M.D. of 
Stanford University. Two questions are 
included in each survey about the women’s 
sexual patterns. With this information, said 
O’Hanlan, women who have sex with 
women will be included for the first time. 

Currently there is a lack of data on les¬ 
bians or bisexual women, increasing the 
likelihood that gay women seeking medical 
treatment will not be treated the same as 
straight women, she said. Consequently, as 
a group lesbians tend to avoid routine med¬ 
ical check-ups. 

The Women’s Health Initiative was 
announced in April 1991 by Dr. Bemadine 
Healy, former Director of the National 
Institutes of Health. T

Lesbians Are Impregnable 
In Italy Now 


The national association of 
Italian physicians has passed 
new rules to ban members from 
artificially inseminating les¬ 
bians. 

The doctors also, according 
to news reports, banned surro¬ 
gate motherhood; artificial 
insemination for women over 
50 and single women; and the 
use of frozen sperm from dead 
donors. The Catholic Church 
had vehemently objected to 
cases of the latter two practices 
in the last year. In particular, the 
insemination of single women - 
especially lesbians - was 
denounced. 

After the doctors’ vote, the 
gay rights group Arcigay 


released a statement urging 
“lesbian couples and single 
women to appeal to take legal 
action against this illegitimate 
decision, which smacks of dis¬ 
crimination.” 

Arcigay charged the medical 
association was attempting to 
usurp the parliament - which 
has been considering whether to 
restrict insemination to hetero¬ 
sexuals - and called the deci¬ 
sion “dangerous.” 

According to news reports, 
Italy has about 70 artificial 
insemination centers, and about 
three times as many sperm 
banks. ▼

MTV’s Life Line

After 19 valiant episodes. My So-Called Life 
is at serious risk for cancellation by the ABC 
television network. Included amongst the pro¬ 
gram’s cast of regulars is “Rickie,” a gay 
teenage character (played by the outspoken - 
and out - gay actor, Wilson Cru 2 :). 

Whatever ABC’s final decision might be, the 
MTV cable network has already opted to re-run 
all 19 episodes of My So-Called Life. That deci¬ 
sion continues MTV’s tradition of support for 
progressive and pro-social programming. The 
music video network will air the series each 
weekday, throughout the month of April. 

The MTV action calls to mind another 
crossover effort, in 1981, which saved The 
Paper Chase. Like My So-Called Life, The 
Paper Chase was a critically acclaimed series 
that failed to pull in the mass audiences 
demanded by commercial broadcasters. After 
CBS dropped The Paper Chase^ the Public 
Broadcasting System (PBS) picked up the 
series. Following a stint on PBS, The Paper 
Chase eventually found a spot on the Showtime 
pay-cable system. Showtime purchased the 
original 22 episodes and funded new install¬ 
ments as well 

Of course, PBS is supposed to provide impor¬ 
tant, diverse, “quality” TV programs... programs 
that might lack a certain “commercial appeal.” 
But would PBS pick up a series like My So- 
Called Life! The prospect seems doubtful today; 
the renewed vigor of Congressional homophobes 
has seemingly cut both the budget and the bold¬ 
ness out of the Public Broadcasting System.

Please, Rain 
On This Paradel 

Parade magazine is a color tabloid supple¬ 
ment included with the Sunday editions of 
newspapers across the country. Walter Scott’s 
“Personality Parade” is a regular (and regularly 
homophobic) column, in which the magazine’s 
readers ask questions about various celebrities. 

In the April 2 issue, a reader wrote: “My 
cousin says Keanu Reeves is gay. I don’t believe 
it. Who is right?” Walter Scott answered: “Since 
the days of silent movies, rumors about which 
stars are gay have circulated in Hollywood - 
often begun by jealous second-rate actors. But 
even in this more enlightened age, when being 
homosexual in showbiz carries far less stigma 
than ever before, speculating about someone’s 
sexual orientation serves no purpose.” 

To begin with, Scott could bone up on his 
Hollywood history. “Rumors about which stars 
are gay” often arose from the fact that these 
stars were gay; as such, some rumors had more 
to do with accuracy than jealousy. Also, Scott’s 
view that “speculation serves no purpose” is 
completely heterosexist. Fans (and gossip 
columnists!) constantly assume that actors and 
actresses are heterosexual; so what’s wrong 
with occasionally assuming that they are no/? 
It’s only reasonable, after all. 

Keanu Reeves may not be queer (he has, in 
fact, gone so far as to issue a press release 
authenticating his heterosexuality). But, many 
actors are gay or lesbian. And many are still, 
unfortunately, in the closet. The proportionally 
few entertainers who have come out do not deny 
the pervasiveness of Hollywood homophobia. 


The stigma certainly persists. 

Routinely, in his columns, Walter Scott 
refers to “gay rumors” as if they were some sort 
of plague. He treats the rumor as the essential 
problem, and completely ignores the real men¬ 
ace - homophobia. Moreover, Scott regularly 
dishes up gossip about the heterosexual exploits 
of celebrities, without ever questioning whether 
these “straight rumors” are justified. In other 
words, heterosexuality is a given; homosexuali¬ 
ty, however, must be proven beyond a reason¬ 
able doubt. 

In Walter Scott’s “Personality Parade ” being 
gay is much like being a criminal defendant. 
Between the lines, his message is clear: homo¬ 
sexuality is a crime.

Fundy Pays Lesbian Reporter 
$255K in Damages 

Preacher Also Acknowledges Gays' Right to Work

WASHINGTON, April 5 
(UPI) - A lesbian fired in 1990 
from her job with United Press 
International announced April 5 
she has settled a federal suit 
against a religious broadcaster 
she contended waged a public 
anti-gay campaign that led to 
her dismissal. 

The settlement, which she 
hailed as “simple justice” and a 
triumph for equal rights for gays 
and lesbians, ends a 4 1/2-year 
legal battle between Julie 
Brienza, 33, of Arlington, 
Virginia, and Vic Eliason, a reli¬ 
gious broadcaster in Milwaukee 
who operates a string of televi¬ 
sion and radio stations in the 
Midwest. 

Eliason has agreed to pay 
Brienza $255,000 in damages 
and publicly acknowledge that 
gays in the media should have 
equal employment rights. 

“Five years ago, the 
Reverend Vic Eliason demanded 
my firing. When UPI acqui¬ 
esced, the broadcaster told his 
listening audience across the 
country: ‘Christianity has tri¬ 
umphed.’ Part of me today 
wants to counter, ‘Gays and les¬ 
bians have triumphed today,”’ 
Brienza said. 

“We have corrected a devas¬ 
tating wrong - a wrong that was 
motivated by two equal forces: 
the hatred of a radical right- 
wing broadcaster and the cow¬ 
ardice of a crumbling wire ser¬ 
vice,” she said. 

Loser: “We would 
have prevailed” 

Eliason said in a statement 
that he and his Wisconsin Voice 
of Christian Youth Inc. had 
agreed to their insurer’s deci¬ 
sion to settle the suit “to avoid 
the continuing costs of litiga¬ 
tion” - but did not admit any lia¬ 
bility. “We were confident that 
we would have prevailed ulti¬ 
mately,” he said. 

“I wish to state that I accept 
the general principle of equal 
employment opportunity for 
gays and lesbians in the media, 
because certain allegations in 
this lawsuit reflect a misunder¬ 
standing of my position,” he 
said. “I have always accepted 
the law’s general principle of 
equal employment opportunity 
for all people.” 

He said that he had religious 
beliefs on “the immorality of 
homosexual conduct,” but “the 
record will show that my con¬ 
cern in this matter from the very 
beginning has been objectivity 
in journalism, not the sexual 
preference [sic] of any individ¬ 
ual in the media.” 

Eliason said it was Brienza’s 
simultaneous work for UPI and 
The Washington Blade, a week-

ly newspaper with a gay focus, 
“that raised a question about her 
objectivity.” 

Brienza’s lawyers said a suit 
is still pending against UPI, 
which filed for Chapter 11 pro¬ 
tection a second time about a 
year after Brienza was fired. A 
group of Saudi investors pur¬ 
chased the wire service out of 
bankruptcy in 1992. 

A UPI spokeswoman 
declined comment on the settle¬ 
ment and also said she was 
unaware of any active lawsuit 
against the wire service in con¬ 
nection with Brienza’s dismissal. 

“The present company, which 
is Worldwide News Inc. doing 
business as United PreSs 
International, has no comment,” 
said Annette Chapin, director of 
human resources. “The company 
went through a change of owner¬ 
ship in 1992 and a new company 
was established at that time.” 

In 1990, Eliason demanded 
Brienza’s dismissal after 
Brienza tried to phone him for 
comment while working on a 
freelance article on the growth 
of the religious right in broad¬ 
casting. The story was being 
done for the Blade. Eliason 
returned her call, reaching 
Brienza at UPI. 

In a Dallas radio program, 
according to a transcript, 
Eliason called for UPI clients to 
demand her firing and eliminate 
what he termed the “infestation 
of what appears to be a homo¬ 
sexual influence within what 
has been billed as a totally 
objective news service.” 

UPI fired Brienza two days 
later, on grounds that she had 
improperly used UPI equipment 
to do personal freelance work 
unrelated to her job with the 
wire service. 

However, one of Brienza’s 
lawyers, Lynne Bemabei, said a 
review of 20 years of UPI 
employment records showed 
that few, if any, employees had 
been even reprimanded, let 



alone fired for freelancing - a 
common practice that Brienza 
said she had cleared with her 
supervisors. 

The company contended that 
while there was no prohibition 
against Brienza doing freelance 
work, there had not been 
approval given for this particu¬ 
lar story or for her to freelance 
from company facilities during 
regular working hours. 

Brienza contends that UPI 
officials, under pressure from 
client Eliason, fired her because 
she is a lesbian, which is illegal 
under the District of Columbia’s 
Human Rights Act. 

Bernabei, who with the 
Lambda Legal Defense and 
Education Fund Inc. represents 
Brienza, said a May 8 trial date 
has been set. But she predicted a 
settlement, saying that UPI’s 
new owners were not fighting it 
and had failed to appear in the 
past three years at meetings in 
connection with the case. 

Bernabei also noted that 
Brienza is not seeking monetary 
damages, but wants an apology 
and public acknowledgment 
from the wire service that it vio¬ 
lated her civil rights by firing 
her. 

A lawyer in Philadelphia 
who represented the pre-1992 
UPI could not be immediately 
reached for comment. T

Horton Wins; Kessler in 
Run-Off in L.A. Elections

openly gay educator Jeff Horton 
won re-election to his Los Angeles 
Unified School District Board seat April 
11 despite heavy opposition from two 
Christian conservatives who targeted his 
advocacy of pro-gay programs. 

Additionally, openly gay business¬ 
man David Kessler, co-founder of 
Project Angel Food, is in a run-off for a 
seat on the Los Angeles Community 
College Board. * 

“I’m very happy,” says Horton. “We 
made a big deal out of it so we got a big 
victory.” The diversity of his support 
was clear at his election night party with 
Armenians, Koreans, Filipinos, Latinos, 
African Americans and union leaders 
joining students and lesbians and gays in 
celebration. 

April 12 results show Horton 
secured 21,893 or 61.3% of the votes 
compared to Traditional Values 
Coalition-backed Peter Ford with 9,573 
or 26.8% of the vote and Christian 
Coalition-backed Linda Jones with 
4, 229 or 11.8% of the vote. 

Kessler won 45,804 or about 23% of 
the vote compared to Latina candidate 
Gloria Romero who won 57. 107 or 


28.6% of the vote. “I’m thrilled with the 
outcome,” says Kessler, who noted that 
Assemblymember Diane Martinez’s 
congratulatory call turned into an 
endorsement. “June will be a tough race 
but if the gay community turns out to 
vote they can make a huge difference.” 

“This is great news,” says Victory 
Fund co-chair Dr. Scott Hitt. “It shows 
that incumbency is important, for sure, 
but that we mobilized very well. We 
held back an assault from the radical 
right in Horton’s race and in Kessler’s 
race - it shows that when we organize 
and run a campaign right and put for¬ 
ward good candidates, we do well.” 

As expected, voter turnout was low 
with 11.9% of registered voters casting 
ballots. However that percentage went 
up in two LA City Council Districts. In 
the traditionally liberal 5th District 
17.1% of registered voters forced pro¬ 
gressive attorney Mike Feuer into a June 
run-off election with Barbara 
Yaroslavsky who was trying to win her 
popular husband’s old seat. Another 
possible run-off candidate is former LA 
Unified School Board member Roberta 
Weintraub. With all votes tallied Feuer 
won 11, 872 or 39.8%; Yaroslasky won 
7,930 or 26.6%; Weintraub won 6,354 


or 21.3%; with the self-proclaimed 
Christian candidate, Jeff Brain coming 
in at 3,682 or 12.3%. 

Almost 19% of registered voters 
also turned out in the Crenshaw 10th 
Council District where Rhodes scholar 
Stan Sanders forced longtime City 
Councilmember Nate Holden into a run¬ 
off though newcomer Kevin Ross won 
the LA Times’ endorsement. All other 
City Councilmembers seeking re-elec¬ 
tion- including Joel Wachs - retained 
their seats by a huge margin. 

One interesting aspect of the Horton 
race was his huge percentage of absen¬ 
tee ballots, according to his lover Larry 
Pickens, an aide to openly lesbian LA 
City Councilmember Jackie Goldberg. 
One of those votes came from 90-year 
old Frances Eisenberg, a former school 
teacher who battled and won against the 
McCarthy “loyalty oath” 25 years ago. 
After she met Horton, Eisenberg imme¬ 
diately contributed $100 and got busy 
helping to re-elect him. “I just had to be 
active in this campaign with all my heart 
and soul,” she said. “I believe in this 
man’s integrity and his feeling for peo¬ 
ple and his concern for children and his 
ace-high ability to perform in a public 
office of responsibility.” ▼

hearings on the matter. But Boxer said during a 
stop at the Los Angeles Gay & Lesbian 
Community Services Center on Monday, April 10 
that both Democratic Senator Sam Nunn and 
Republican Senator Dan Coats have indicated that 
they want to “hold the line” on the “don’t ask, 
don’t tell” policy. According to Boxer, the conser¬ 
vative Senators credited with orchestrating the 
“compromise” policy think it is “okay” and sug¬ 
gest that Congress “let the courts take it at this 
point.” 

If Congress did decide to take up the issue 
again, she said, “it would have been a nightmare.” 

During the question and answer period. Boxer 
was asked if she could talk to the president about 
not having the Justice Department argue the case 
as creatively and vigorously as they are, because 
“if they are successful, they could send gay rights 
back to the Stone Age.” Boxer said that while she 
didn’t back the “ridiculous” policy in the first 
place, “one can’t tell the President not to defend a 
policy that is the law of the land.” 

However, Jon Davidson, an ACLU senior staff 
attorney who will soon leave there to join the 
Lambda Legal Defense and Education Fund, 
pointed out to Boxer that the “intelligence and 
forcefulness of the opinion” could set a precedent 
for the creation of future anti-gay laws. And, 
argued Los Angeles City Councilmember Jackie 
Goldberg, Clinton could issue instructions on how 
to argue the case. “They are laying new ground¬ 
work and setting new precedents for battle we now 
don’t have to fight,” Goldberg said. “We could win 
this battle and lose others on these arguments.” 

Boxer’s appearance marked the first time a sit¬ 
ting Senator has visited the Center. During her 
wide-ranging remarks the popular liberal Senator 
thanked the gathered gay and non-gay community 
leaders for supporting her candidacy, acknowledg¬ 
ing that without gay support she might not have 
won election. “Without this community Bruce 
Hirshenson would be here now...or not be here 
now,” she joked, referring to her defeated radical 
right Republican opponent. 

“I was wrong” 

Boxer said that what is happening in Congress 
now is not just fighting over spending cuts of par¬ 
ticular programs, but a “battle for the heart and 
soul of the country.” It is now a “tough thing” to be 
on the front lines. “When I got to the Senate I kind 
of thought there was a national consensus about 
certain things; the importance of children, pre¬ 
natal care, head start ... worker’s unemployment 
job training. ... We wouldn’t cut Medicare for 
seniors.... We would be responsible to health con¬ 
cerns such as those faced by this community. 

“I was wrong. 

“Now we have to fight for the very premise of 
having a national government. There are many 
people who believe we don’t need a national gov¬ 
ernment except for the military.” 

It is ironic, she said, that these ideas are being 
debated as the nation is commemorating the 50th 
anniversary of Franklin Delano Roosevelt, who as 
President pushed through programs based on the 


premise that “we are one nation.” Referring to the 
Great Depression, before FDR was elected. Boxer 
quoted President Herbert Hoover as saying, “Let 
the genius and creativity of the states respond to 
this crisis.” 

This is reminiscent, she suggested, of the new 
movement in the Republican Congress to let the 
states decide how best to handle social and eco¬ 
nomic problems. “We have little Herbert Hoover 
Newt-clones running around [Capitol] Hill. 
They’re afraid to crack a smile unless they get 
Newt’s permission. It’s a rather frightening situa¬ 
tion.” 

But, she says, she is not afraid to speak her 
mind. She is “empowered” knowing that although 
Senator Jesse Helms has the power to stop legisla¬ 
tion in its tracks, so does she. 

On AIDS, Boxer observed that Clinton’s budget 
increases funding in several areas, but acknowl¬ 
edged, “We’ll still have a heck of a time getting 
that to happen. We need your help.” She advocates 
and will fight for Ryan 
White reauthorization for 
all four titles funding, and 
said it is important to “not 
lose sight” of the larger 
issues of Medicaid and 
Medicare, which may also 
be defunded. 

“We have to wake up, 
America,” she said. ‘This 
community is up. You have 
a pulse, you’re hurt, and 
you have no choice” but to 
fight. But other communi¬ 
ties are not as aware of what 
might happen with some of 
the proposed budget cuts. 

“You’re not alone,” she said. “I will be there 
very strongly at every turn. The truth is we’re all 
God’s children.” But now that the first 100 days of 
the Contract with America has concluded, a 
“mean-spiritedness” on social issues may emerge. 
However, she suggests, “smarter” Republican 
heads are expected to prevail in keeping gay and 
lesbian issues off the table knowing that it would 
“rip them apart.” 

Boxer said she is “kind of impressed with Bill 
Clinton’s leadership abilities lately.” She thinks he 
made a right strategic decision in allowing 
Gingrich and his followers to take center stage 
with the Contract with America so Americans 
could “see these guys in action.” 

She also said that Clinton has now drawn a “line 
in the sand” and threatened a “pile of vetoes” over 
upcoming issues, and thinks he showed “real lead¬ 
ership and courage” in saying he wants to re-eval¬ 
uate individual Affirmative Action programs while 
supporting diversity in the workforce and being 
“sensitive to the plight of many white males” - 
most of whom are former blue collar workers who 
once expected to get the company gold watch just 
like their fathers before them. 

Finally, Boxer said of Clinton: “He’s not perfect. 
I’m not perfect. Not even Jackie [Goldbergj’s per¬ 
fect. So compared to the eight angry men [his 
Republican Presidential opponents], he has opti¬ 
mism, a good record, and a strategy for accomplish¬ 
ment. I think he will do better than anyone else will 
to lead this country into the next century.” ▼

National Lawyers Guild To Honor Attorney Tom Steel 

Rep. Studds, Supes Migden, Ammiano Will Participate

Gay activist attorney Tom Steel will be 
honored at a testimonial dinner hosted by 
the San Francisco Bay Area Chapter of 
the National Lawyers Guild on Saturday, 
April 29 in Oakland. 

Some well-known old friends and for¬ 
mer clients who have been helped by 
Steel along the way will join in honoring 
him. 

U.S. Representative Gerry Studds, D- 
Massachusetts, will fly out to be the 
keynote speaker at the dinner. He will be 
joined by San Francisco Supervisor 
Carole Migden, who will also, speak, and 
by Supervisor Tom Ammiano as master 
of ceremonies. 

Studds and Steel have been friends 
since the early 1980s, when they met in 
San Francisco. “I had admired his work 
on El Salvador,” Steel said of his relation¬ 
ship with Studds. “He was an outspoken 
opponent of U.S. intervention in El 
Salvador.” 

Brian Willson will also participate, as 
will activists and former clients Bill and 
Sylvia Powell. Steel represented Willson, 
who lost both his legs when a Concord 
Naval Weapons Station train carrying 
weapons bound for Central America bar¬ 
reled into a group of peaceful protesters. 
Steel won a million dollar award for 
injured protesters. 

Migden told the B.A.R. Steel has been 
a close friend of hers for many years, and 
said he has made “a sterling commitment 
to progressive, lesbian, and gay matters” 
and had dedicated himself to the better¬ 
ment of the community. 

Steel is a partner in one of the nation’s 


largest and most successful gay and les¬ 
bian law firms. Steel, Clarence and 
Buckley, with six working attorneys and 
an impressive track record. 

A few highlights 

Looking out over the city skyline, the 
Bay Bridge, and the Naval Shipyards 
from his office on the top floor of an ele¬ 
gantly restored 1865 Edwardian mansion 
atop Potrero Hill, Steel met with the 
B.A.R. Monday to discuss highlights of 
his career. 

The tastefully furnished mansion has 
been used for frequent gay and lesbian 
community and political fundraising 
events, such as those for Supervisor 
Migden and other progressive candidates, 
as well as the gay rights chapter of the 
American Civil Liberties Union. 

Steel recalled that when he was start¬ 
ing out in the 1970s, “It was not so popu¬ 
lar to be an openly gay attorney.” In fact, 
he said, “it was not clear in those days 
whether an attorney could be openly gay 
and remain a member of the bar.” 

Working with other young attorneys. 
Steel helped start the first national gay 
and lesbian caucus of the Lawyers Guild. 

“I’ve seen a lot of progress in my life¬ 
time around gay and lesbian rights, and 
it’s been extremely encouraging,” Steel 
said. “Today we have openly gay and les¬ 
bian judges and lawmakers, and I think 
we are poised to achieve important 
changes in the law to protect gay people 
against discrimination and to guarantee 
equality.” 

Steel, 45, is a lifelong resident of 
California. He came to the Bay Area 
when he attended U. C. Berkeley and 


Hastings Law School here. 

A spokesperson for the National 
Lawyers Guild ticked off several reasons 
why Steel is being honored: 

• As lead counsel. Steel successfully 
coordinated numerous civil damage cases 
arising from the police beatings of 
demonstrators protesting the verdict in 

the Dan White 
trial for murder¬ 
ing gay Supervi¬ 
sor Harvey Milk 
and Mayor 

George Moscone. 

• Steel represent¬ 
ed numerous vic¬ 
tims of anti-gay 
and racist violence 
in lawsuits for 
damages against 
their attackers, 
securing several 
large awards for 
the plaintiffs. 

• Steel, Clarence 
and Buckley has for many years success¬ 
fully represented the Mitchell Brothers 
Theatre and many other bookstores, the¬ 
atres, and film companies in battles over 
the First Amendment and censorship. The 
firm also represents journalists seeking 
government documents in Freedom of 
Information Act litigation. 

• The law firm continues to represent 
civil rights plaintiffs and is currently 
counsel for the families of two young 
men shot and killed by police. 

• Steel, Clarence and Buckley is also 
representing numerous people who 
attended an AIDS benefit last New Year’s 
Eve. Police decided the benefit did not 


have proper permits and “raided” it, dur¬ 
ing which they allegedly physically 
abused participants and used homophobic 
slurs. 

• Steel was one of the founders and 
first members of the Board of Directors 
of Bay Area Lawyers for Individual 
Freedom (BALIF), which is the Bay 
Area’s gay and lesbian bar association. 
BALIF has grown to be a respected and 
significant voice for gay men and les¬ 
bians in the legal community. 

• Steel has served on the Bay Area 
Lawyers Guild Executive Board and was 
the first gay Chapter President in the his¬ 
tory of the organization. He later served 
as national vice president. 

“In honoring me they are honoring gay 
rights and women’s work of the Lawyers 
Guild,” Steel said modestly. 

Entertainment at the dinner to be held 
at the Parc Oakland Hotel, located at 
1001 Broadway in Oakland, will provide 
“a change of pace for the Lawyers Guild,” 
Steel said. That change will be provided 
by “Patsy Cline and the Memphis G- 
Spots,” whose lead singer, Arturo Galster, 
does a drag impression of Patsy Cline - 
and who, in Steel’s words, is “unbeliev¬ 
ably fabulous.” 

The testimonial for Steel begins with 
cocktails at 5:30 p.m., followed by dinner 
at 7:15 p.m. Tickets are $75 per person, 
with reduced rate of $35 for students and 
low-income people. RSVP by April 24. 
Tickets will be held at the door. T

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Stoddard: 

Homophobia Is a Right 

But, Says Expert, "Equality 
Is Going To Trump Liberty"

Onetime Lambda Legal 
Defense and Education Fund 
Executive Director Tom 
Stoddard publicly acknowl¬ 
edged his belief that Boston St. 
Patrick’s Day organizers “do 
have a right to exclude” homo¬ 
sexual marchers if they so 
choose. Stoddard, a gay attor¬ 
ney who now teaches law at 
New York University, expressed 
the view Friday, April 7 at a 
television taping. 

Because the parade was pri¬ 
vately sponsored, and because it 
was “expressive” - expressly 
anti-gay in sentiment - organiz¬ 
ers had a right to discriminate, 
Stoddard reasoned. “You lose 
your association rights when 
you operate in public,” he said 
on an episode of Freedom 
Speaks for a later broadcast on 
PBS in San Francisco and other 
cities. 

“I deplore the views of those 
who organize the parade,” he 
said, “but they do have a right to 
exclude.” 

Galveston attorney Anthony 
Griffin agreed with Stoddard’s 
assessment on the program, say¬ 
ing, “Unless the government is 
sponsoring the parade, I should 
be able to march and say what I 
want.” The controversy was 
ignited when parade organizers 
refused to allow members of the 
Irish Lesbian and Gay 
Organization to do that, but 


Griffin was presumably speak¬ 
ing from the viewpoint of a 
parade sponsor. 

A sense of humor about

Griffin also discussed the 
recent controversy over a Ku 
Klux Klan chapter’s effort to 
adopt a highway in Texas, and 
said, “We, as civil libertarians, 
should get a sense of humor 
about this. The Klan has a right 
to put their message up.”

Yet that middle ground is exactly where Christ 
stood. He was both human and divine He was both a human 
and the son of God. 

Ambiguity, mystery and paradox ^eaS unpopular ele¬ 
ments for a mass audience and don’t play well in lYoria. 
Chrisfs neutered persona, as it has come down to us, also 
causes unease, because aD the editii^ throughout the cen¬ 
turies has failed to remove vestiges of oripnal passions whkh 
were unpopular then as now. All those closest to Him were 
mea His emotions were on edge When he wept and raised 
Lazarus from the dead, the Jews clearly censured Him, saying, 
“See how He loved him!’ John 11:35-36. Also, that infa¬ 
mous passage at Mark 14:51-52 leaves nagging, unsettling 
questions about the exact nature of the retinue because 
unnamed, naked young men fleeing into the night do not fit 
the image & tone audknees expect of the holy entourage 
The Last Supper is another big anxiety because normal guys 
do not wash the feet of close, intimate male companions, par¬ 
ticularly when dressed only in a towel and no undeiclothes. 
The vision of the naked Christ using his oidy clothing-THE 
TOWEL-to dry the discijdes’ feet has not been popular in 
Christian imagery. (Can you guess why?) This image has 
been sublimated & ignored, so of course I enjoy annoying 
you with it The very particular physical intimacy passing 
between Jesus and the unnamed disciple “whom He loved’ 
also gives pause for concern. What is this guy doing leaning 
on Jesus’ bosom and then again leaning back on Jesus’ breast? 
SsJohn l}i3-25. 

Such close bonding commonly results in all kinds of hor¬ 
rendous backlash, then and now. Today ifs called gay bashing; 
back then, they nailed Him on a cross and watched Him dk 
slowly. Thus, the crucifixition (a nice name kir a justly tor¬ 
ture) aeates great apprehension and blood guilt, because

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“while the placebo group had 
an average drop of approxi¬ 
mately 50 CD4/mm^ during 
the same period. 

“A second phase clinical 
trial involving 180 individu¬ 
als was approved recently by 
the French Ministry of 
Health, and the study is cur¬ 
rently underway in France 
under the supervision of Dr. 
Luc Montagnier,” discoverer 
of the HIV virus. 

“I contacted Arkopharma, 
the major French pharmaceu¬ 
tical company conducting the 
study, to find out how I could 
gain access to the product,” 
Stokes said, and his persis¬ 
tent inquires eventually con¬ 
vinced the company to make 
the product available and 
establish informal studies in 
the United States. 

“I told them that skepti¬ 
cism is rampant among those 
of us hoping for non-toxic, 
alternative therapies - and 
that the only way to create an 
awareness of the product in 
this country is to provide it 
free for a large number of 
individuals nationwide to try 
it for themselves. 

“Arkopharma agreed to 
provide enough free product 
to establish a nationwide 
informal study with 500 indi¬ 
viduals for six months.” 

One form 
every two months 

Participants who send 
Arkopharma results from a 
questionnaire and a recent 
blood test are sent a two- 
month supply of SPV-30. 
Those who send in another 
set of lab results at the end of 
two months are sent another

two-month supply, and so on. 

jStokes, a graduate of 
Harvard Business School, 
told the B.A.R. most partici¬ 
pants in the informal U.S. 
study so far report increases 
in CD4s after two months, 
and even greater increases in 
CD8s. Viral loads are being 
reduced as well, he said, 
claiming his own viral load 
decreased from 36,700 to 
below 10,000. Two partici¬ 
pants have reported viral load 
decreases from 104,000 to 
18,500 (an 82 percent drop) 
and 160,000 to 15,000 (90.6 
percent), according to 
Stokes. 

“Obviously, the data are 
preliminary but encourag¬ 
ing,” Stokes said. He told the 
BA.R. that Dr. Mestman will 
compile the data to determine 
if it is as effective as 
Arkopharma suggests. 

Michael Onstott of 
Guerneville, whom Stokes 


said has been active in the 
project from the beginning, 
told the B.A.R. he was “truly 
skeptical at the beginning last 
fall, because of other promis¬ 
ing products that have not 
panned out,” but is now con¬ 
vinced SPV-30 has merit. He, 
like Stokes, points out it is 
non-toxic, and said, “With 
the French group, after two 
years, we have not seen viral 
mutation or drug resistance.” 

Onstott now coordinates 
the expanded access program 
for those people who do not 
join the informal U. S. pro¬ 
ject and who cannot afford to 
buy SPV-30. He was instru¬ 
mental in negotiating with 
Arkopharma to lower the 
wholesale cost to buyer’s 
clubs downward. A limited 
amount of free SPV-30 is 
available to qualified appli¬ 
cants, he said. 

Five or six people have 
already signed up to participate 
in the study in the Bay A^a, 
Sinclair told the BA.R. ▼

“The DEA and the FBI 
were at our door last 
Wednesday. It’s time to tell 
them to leave us alone,” 
activist Dennis Peron told 
protesters. 

According to Peron, club 
members observed federal 
agents twice conducting sur¬ 
veillance at the site on 
Thursday, April 6. 

In the first incident, Peron 
said two agents allegedly 
conducting video surveil¬ 
lance from an unmarked 
vehicle were observed and 
confronted, then quickly 
drove away. Later that day, a 
caregiver for a PWA was 
allegedly followed by men in 
a surveillance car as he left 
the club’s premises and trav¬ 
eled to a local AIDS hospice, 
Peron said. 

A spokesman for the 
Federal Bureau of 
Investigation told the Bay 
Area Reporter that the 
agency didn’t want to give 
the charges “credibility” by 
commenting on them. 

“We’re not familiar with 
the group,” said Rick Smith, 
a spokesman for the FBI’s 
San Francisco field office. 

The San Francisco Police 


Department also had no com¬ 
ment on whether it was 
aware of a federal investiga¬ 
tion into the club, according 
to a spokeswoman. 

However, Chief of Police 
Anthony Ribera, like most 
major political figures in San 
Francisco, supports the legal¬ 
ization of marijuana for med¬ 
ical purposes. Ribera has also 
publicly supported SB 1364, a 
proposed state bill that would 
have re-scheduled the legal 
classification of marijuana 
and allowed its prescription 
by physicians for the treat¬ 
ment of conditions such as 
AIDS and cancer. The mea¬ 
sure was vetoed by Governor 
Wilson last September. 

On a roll with AB 1529 

“Governor Wilson vetoed 
the bill, but we’re not going 
to stop,” Peron said. This 
year, we have AB 1529,” a 
similar Assembly bill. 

The longtime activist said 
that he did not believe the 
alleged harassment by feder¬ 
al agents was about the use of 
marijuana for medical rea¬ 
sons, but part of a continuing 
assault on alternative cul¬ 
tures. 

“It’s less and less about 
marijuana and more and 
more about who we are as a 
people,” Peron said. “They 


say we have an agenda and 
that we want marijuana legal¬ 
ized. We have an agenda, but 
it’s an agenda about love and 
compassion. We have an 
agenda about the future.” 

In 1991, Peron spearhead¬ 
ed Prop P, a ballot initiative 
that called for the restoration 
of marijuana as medicine. 
The measure was approved 
by 80 percent of San 
Francisco voters. 

In November 1992, the 
San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors directed police 
and the District Attorney to 
give the enforcement of mar¬ 
ijuana laws the lowest possi¬ 
ble priority. The unanimous 
resolution was signed by 
Mayor Jordan. 

Activists now want Jordan 
to declare a state of medical 
emergency that would allow 
the distribution of marijuana 
for medicinal purpose with¬ 
out legal sanction. 

A request for a hearing of 
such a proposal was intro¬ 
duced by Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano at the board of 
supervisor’s meeting on 
Monday, April 10. The mea¬ 
sure will be assigned to com¬ 
mittee and a hearing date cal¬ 
endared. 

Jordan was out of town 
and unable to comment on

Republican members of the 
group in their opening com¬ 
ments and aggressive question¬ 
ing. 

Ryan White is “one of the 
most cost effective programs 
that has addressed this most 
critical health crisis,” said Brian 
Bilbray (R-Califomia), draw¬ 
ing upon his experience admin¬ 
istering the program in San 
Diego County. “This issue has 
been politicized by the far right 
and the far left. In my view this 
has been irresponsible.” 

Richard Burr (R-North 
Carolina) spoke of having lost a 
family member to AIDS: 
“something I wouldn’t wish on 
anybody.” 

“As a physician, I have taken 
care of people with this disease; 
it is not confined to big cities,” 
said surgeon Greg Ganske (R- 
lowa). 

“I am markedly concerned 
as a physician who has lost 16 
AIDS patients that I have treat¬ 
ed,” said Tom Coburn (R- 
Oklahoma). He went on to lam¬ 
baste his home state where 
“one out of four dollars that are 
allocated are spent on adminis¬ 
tration on this program rather 
than to treat or help those 
inflicted with this disease.” 

The formula 

Steve Gunderson, the openly 
gay Republican Congressman 
from Wisconsin, opened up the 
first panel of witnesses. He 
pushed aggressively for revi¬ 
sions in the current funding for¬ 
mula that counts cumulative 
AIDS cases to date - including 
the deceased. The changes he 
suggested would bring more 
resources to underserved com¬ 
munities, he said, observing 
that “We can make memorials 
to those we have lost to the dis¬ 
ease, we don’t need to fund 
them.” 

The emotional high point of 
the hearing came when 
Gunderson introduced a friend. 
Matt Fletcher, who had recently 
retired on disability with AIDS. 
Fletcher joined Gunderson’s 
personal staff years ago and 
advanced through the ranks to 
become Republican Staff 
Director of the Government 
Operations Committee. 

“I just have one purpose in 
mind,” Fletcher said. “To try 
and demonstrate that AIDS is 
here on Capitol Hill. Many 
other staffers on the Hill basi¬ 
cally suffer in silence. There is 
a lot of fear - fear what going 
public might mean for their 
boss; worry about the politics - 
I was just hoping to give a face 
to it.” 

He succeeded. Normal con¬ 
versations ceased as every eye 
focused on Fletcher, rapt with 
attention. 

Witness after witness 
acknowledged that the current 
formula for distributing money 
was inequitable and urged spe¬ 
cific revisions. One curious 
exception was the Clinton 
administration. 

What is the administra¬ 
tion’s position on the formula 
contained in the Kassebaum- 
Kennedy version of the Ryan 
White reauthorization bill 
now before the Senate? It 
seems that “Don’t Ask, Don’t 
Tell” applies to more than just 
the policy of gays in the mili¬ 
tary. 

Former San Francisco 
Health Director Philip Lee, 
now the second-highest rank¬ 
ing person in the Department 


of Health and Human 
Services, readily admitted to 
problems with the current for¬ 
mula but ducked several 
opportunities to comment on 
the Kassebaum-Kennedy 
changes. He finally said it was 
“the role of Congress” to make 
that decision - but the Clinton 
administration would be 
happy to provide “technical 
assistance” to help them 
understand the impact of for¬ 
mula options. 

“I wish more federal agen¬ 
cies viewed it just like you,” 
responded freshman Charlie 
Norwood (R-Georgia). 

“It is really inconceivable 
that a measure of such impor¬ 
tance as this is given no recom¬ 
mendation by the Clinton 
administration as to how to pro¬ 
ceed,” said Shepherd Smith, 
with Americans for a Sound 
AIDS Policy. “It is mind bog¬ 
gling to me. If this is an exam¬ 
ple of leadership on this issue, 
to me it is a disgrace.” 

Coming attractions 

“Concern for confidentiality, 
while important, has been over¬ 
emphasized, and sound medical 
procedures have been thwarted

and ultimately ignored,” 
intoned Norwood, drawing 
upon his experience as a den¬ 
tist. “Even prevention efforts 
have been tailored toward pro¬ 
tecting the identity of those 
with HIV rather than toward 
measures that have proven 
effective at stemming other 
serious epidemics. 

Consequently we are not stem¬ 
ming this epidemic.” 

“I am somewhat concerned 


that we have failed to do the 
proper testing as public health 
would dictate in trying to iden¬ 
tify, and treat, and counsel 
those who are either carriers or 
who have this disease,” said 
Cobum. 

“Testing is important if it 
identifies people early on and 
provides access to healthcare,” 
responded Bill Freeman, execu¬ 
tive director of the National 
Association of People With 
AIDS (NAPWA). “A simple 
knowledge of one’s sero status 
without access to comprehen¬ 
sive health care is cruel.” 

“A general lack off 
understanding” 

Despite the large turnout, 
and the concentration in evi¬ 
dence, some AIDS activists 
were clearly dismayed. “Ryan 
White is almost incidental [to 
these members],” commented 
Gary Rose, lobbyist with 
NAPWA. “It seems to me the 
members are here on these 
other issues.” 

Winnie Stachelberg, lobby¬ 
ist with the Human Rights 
Campaign Fund, saw the hear¬ 
ing as an indication of “a gener¬ 
al lack of understanding about 


what the Ryan White CARE 
Act program is about and what 
it doesn’t do.” 

“We have a doctor,and a 
dentist on this panel who have 
very strong opinions on these 
things. They are concerned 
about these issues,” said Mark 
Bames, executive director of 
the AIDS Action Council. “We 
as a community need to tap into 
their concerns and figure out 
the common ground.” 

Subsequent hearings, proba¬ 
bly in May, are likely to center 
around testing and prevention 
issues. The centerpiece is a bill 
recently introduced by Gary 
Ackerman (D-New York) that 
would make HIV testing 
mandatory for all pregnant 
women. The bill has 225 co¬ 
sponsors, more than enough for 
passage. 

Another area of future con¬ 
tention is regulation of the Food 
and Drug Administration 
(FDA) and its approval of new 
drugs. 

‘This is one place where we 
have to rattle the cage hard and 
remind people that products 
and lives are more important 
than bureaucratic process,” said 
Bilbray. T

New CMV Treatment: HPMPC

An experimental drug inject¬ 
ed directly into the eye can con¬ 
trol a viral infection that com¬ 
monly causes vision problems in 
people with AIDS, researchers 
reported Monday, April 10. 

Doctors administered 
HPMPC, which stands for 
hydroxy-phosphonyl-methoxy- 
propyl cytosine, every five 
weeks to seven weeks and found 
the drug provided relief from 
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cytomegalovirus, or CMV, 
retinitis with minimal serious 
side effects. 

The study results, reported in 
two papers in two journals, are 
of particular interest to people 
with AIDS, an estimated 30 per¬ 
cent of whom suffer from the 
often debilitating and even 
blinding eye infection. 

Standard therapies have had 
the major drawbacks of requir¬ 
ing daily intravenous anti-viral 
injections, causing severe side 
effects and losing effectiveness 
within 60 days to 100 days as 
the virus develops resistance to 
the drugs. 

“Vision loss is one of the 
most devastating side effects of 
AIDS,” said Dr. William 
Freeman, University of 
California, San Diego, professor 
of ophthalmology and principal 
study investigator. 

“We are hopeful this new 
treatment will prevent blindness 
and help patients maintain their 
quality of life.” 

The researchers conducted 
three studies with 33 patients: a 
phase I safety trial with nine 
patients; a phase II safety and 
dose-escalating trial with seven 
patients, and a phase II efficacy 
trial with 17 patients. 

The subjects, who either had 
failed to improve with standard 
treatments or had declined the 
conventional intravenous anti¬ 
viral therapy, were found to 
develop long-term control of 
CMV retinitis following the 
HPMPC injection. T

Scientist Cautions Heterosexuals About New HIVs 

Substrains 12-100 Times More Infectious to Straights

BOSTON - The Chairman of the Harvard 
AIDS Institute warns that four strains of 
HIV that are headed for the United States - 
and may already be subtype here - are more 
easily transmitted through heterosexual sex 
than the strain that has affected the American 
and European gay communities. 

Dr, Max Essex told an AIDS conference 
at the John F. Kennedy Library in Boston on 
Wednesday, April 5 the four powerful strains 
have already infected 15 to 30 million peo¬ 
ple in Asia and Africa. 

Unlike the B strain that is epidemic among 
homosexuals and IV drug-users in Europe and 


the United States, the substrains A, C, D, and 
E are 12 to 100 times more easily transmitted 
through vaginal intercourse, Essex said. 

Heterosexuals contract the B strain an 
average of once per 500 to 1,000 sex acts, 
while the other strains are transmitted 
among heterosexuals once per ten to 40 sex 
acts, he said. 

“When they move to the west, we must be 
prepared for a more aggressive epidemic,” 
Essex said. 

Harold Jaffee, the head of the Centers for 
Disease Control’s AIDS division, said there 
is no evidence any of the new strains have 
come to the United States, even though the 
virus has clearly been in Africa for 20 years. 


Essex, however, warned that if they are 
not here, they eventually will be. 

“We really don’t know if they are in the 
U.S.,” he said. “It’s logical to assume that 
they should be.” 

The Harvard virologist said blood tests 
can detect all of the HIV virus strains, but 
cannot tell the differences between them. 

He said it is essential to detect these 
viruses before an epidemic is full-blown and 
millions of people start showing symptoms 
of AIDS. Essex and others at the conference 
urged more funding for AIDS research to 
stave off the strains. 

An estimated 1.5 million people in the 
United States are now infected with HIV. T 


AIDS-Related Non-Hodgkin’s 
Lymphoma Trials To Begin Here

Calling AIDS-Related Non-Hodgkin’s 
Lymphoma “one of the fastest growing areas of 
concern for people with AIDS” - particularly 
among long term survivors - Bill Martin, a gay 
man who lives in Washington, D.C., was in San 
Francisco last week talking to community orga¬ 
nizations as well as HIV primary care physi¬ 
cians and oncologists [cancer specialists] about 
the need for a community forum on incidence 
increases. 

Martin, a community liaison employed by 
Interscience Communications, was also seeking 
volunteers for a clinical study on the efficacy of the 
drug mitoguazone dihydrochloride (MGBG) as a 
therapy for relapsed or refractory AIDS-related 
non-Hodgkin’s lymphoma. The longer people with 
AIDS live, the greater the chances of getting Non- 
Hodgkins Lymphoma, he told the B.A.R. 

MGBG is an experimental drug that has shown 
some anti-tumor activity in patients with solid 
tumor cancers, including relapsed non-HIV-associ¬ 
ated non-Hodgkin’s lymphoma. 

Unfortunately, MGBG can also reduce the 
blood cells in bone marrow, which can make a per¬ 
son vulnerable to infection, cause fatigue, or make 
patients bleed easily. Transfusions will be made 


available if needed, according to literature about 
the study provided to the B. A. R. 

Local sites for the clinical trials will include 
San Francisco General Hospital, Castro Street 
Clinic, and UCSF Mount Zion Cancer Center. 
Principal investigators are Lawrence Kaplan, 
M.D., at SFGH; Izan Silverburg, M.D., at the 
Castro Street Clinic; and Donald Northfelt, M.D., 
at UCSF Mount Zion . 

Other sites for MGBG trials throughout the 
U.S. are also seeking voluntary participants, 
according to Bob Witeck, a spokesperson for the 
international pharmaceutical firm Sanofi- 
Winthrop. 

Primary eligibility requirements indicate 
prospective study volunteers must: 

• Have failed at least one potentially curative 
regimen for lymphoma; 

• Not be receiving any other investigational 
agents except antivirals available through compas¬ 
sionate use programs; and 

• Not be pregnant. 

All study medications are provided at no cost to 
participants. T

UCSF: All Non-Hodgkin’s 
Lymphomas Are Not Alike

"Lymphoma, non- 

Hodgkin 's: Any cancer of lym¬ 
phoid tissue (found mainly in 
the lymph nodes and spleen) 
other than Hodgkin’s disease. 

"Non-Hodgkin’s lymphomas 
vary in their malignancy 
according to the nature and 
activity of the abnormal cells .... 
In most cases of non-Hodgkin's 
lymphoma, the cause is 
unknown. ...It is suspected that 
HIV ... permits other viruses to 
cause lymphomas."

A recent study conducted by 
UC San Francisco researchers 
indicates that people with AIDS 
patients contract two different 
types of Non-Hodgkin’s 
Lymphoma - with different sur¬ 
vival periods. 

“HIV-infected patients who 
have a polyclonal form of Non- 
Hodgkin’s lymphoma, rather 
than the more common mono¬ 
clonal form of the disease, have 
longer survivals,” the study 


found, according to information 
provided to the B.A.R. by Alice 
Trinkl and Carol Fox, spokes¬ 
women at San Francisco 
General Hospital Medical 
Center. 

“Polyclonal and monoclonal 
lymphomas are distinguished by 
the differences in their molecu¬ 
lar characteristics,” said Dr. 
Michael McGrath, UCSF asso¬ 
ciate professor of laboratory 
medicine at SFGH, who co¬ 
authored the study. 
“Monoclonal lymphomas are 
derived from a single tumor cell 
which proliferates, forming the 
tumor from the unregulated 
growth of the single cell. 

“All the cells in a monoclon¬ 
al tumor are identical, coming 
from the same genetic material,” 
McGrath said. “Polyclonal 
tumors, on the other hand, are 
made up of cells that are not 
genetically identical.” 

The UCSF study is published 
in the April 1 issue of Blood, a 
national medical journal dealing 
with hematology. 

“Non-Hodgkin’s lymphoma 
is a type of malignant tumor that 
affects between five and ten per¬ 


cent of HIV-infected individu¬ 
als. Most of these patients are 
diagnosed with the monoclonal 
form of the disease,” the 
researchers said, “and the 
majority die in less than a year 
from the time of diagnosis.” 

Of the 45 patients in the 
study, 25 had the polyclonal 
form of the disease and 20 had 
monoclonal lymphoma. After 
38 months of observation, all of 
the patients with the monoclon-

The Point of Needle 
Exchange Is To Save Lives

During this time of drug prohibition, needle 
exchange is one of our better hopes for preventing 
HIV infection among people who shoot drugs. 
Currently there are only a few places in the world 
where the exchange of needles is accepted and 
government funded. Needle exchange has the low¬ 
est priority in U.S. HIV prevention efforts, mainly 
because of politics and the stigmatization of drug 
users, gays and lesbians, people of color, and peo¬ 
ple with AIDS. 

A new extensive analysis from researchers at 
the CDC highlights the need for effective needle 
exchange. The report states nearly three quarters of 
the new 400,000 HIV infections are among drug 
users. Three out of four new HIV infections are 
people who use drugs; half of those are people who 
use drugs intravenously. 

ACT UP/Golden Gate questions the definition 
of a drug “user” in these statistics because there is 
a common misrepresentation of this population. 
The definition should include use of crack, 
cocaine, speedballs, marijuana, amphetamines, 
and other street drugs - as well as alcohol and pre¬ 
scription drugs. Clearly, as AIDS continues to 
drastically effect these people’s lives it emphasizes 
the need for competent needle exchange with 
available drug treatment programs, safer sex edu¬ 
cation, and adequate federal funding for those 
efforts. 

The reasons for withholding NEPs (Needle 
Exchange Programs) are complex - and at the 
same time very typical of our system: restricted 
existing state syringe laws, drug prohibition, 
biased theoretical assumptions of needle exchange 
from the federal government, and inappropriate 
funding. 

According to Peter Lurie, epidemiologist at 
UCSF’s Center for AIDS Prevention Studies, there 
are 76 NEPs nationwide in 55 different cities. He 
believes that state paraphernalia and pharmacy 
laws are the impediment to implementing NEPs. 
Some jurisdictions are declaring states of emer¬ 
gency in order to allow needle exchange to happen. 
However, the state of emergency protects the vol¬ 
unteers of the needle exchange from being arrest¬ 
ed but doesn’t protect its clients from having their 
newly exchanged clean sharp points confiscated by 
undercover cops down the street from the needle 
exchange site. 

Recently Alameda County was the scene of a 
blatant attack on needle exchangers and their 
clients. Volunteers were arrested for exchanging 
needles, prosecuted, and - thankfully - acquitted. 
Several members of the jury called the exchangers 
“heroes.” What then do we call the people that 
come to these sites to exchange for themselves, 
their family members, their lovers, and their 
friends? 

Needle exchange in pharmacies is becoming 
more popular, though rare. Unfortunately pharma¬ 
cies will not accommodate all users - some phar¬ 
macists have expressed their biases about having 
hard-core addicts come to swap needles: “What 
would it do for business?” Furthermore, having 
needle exchange in pharmacies is not the answer 
during prohibition when people would have to 
“out” themselves in a straight perceived world. In 
a scenario where a woman with children under the 
age of 18 tried to exchange her points at a pharma¬ 
cy, we question whether Child Protective Services 
might be called. If institutionalization occurs there 
will be a trade-off between the program’s efficien¬ 
cy and the trusting relationships that street 
exchangers develop and use to advocate for their 
clients. 

Lurie’s report showing the effectiveness of nee¬ 
dle exchange in HIV prevention was released in 
September of 1993. The report has received sup¬ 
port from every governmental agency, from the 
CDC to the Department of Health and Human 
Services. What’s missing is a release by the 
Clinton Administration of a review report on 
Lurie’s study, written by the CDC. The report’s 
findings that needle exchange “are likely to reduce 
HIV transmission” and that “no data exists indicat¬ 
ing increases related to NEPs in either drug use or 
in the number of discarded syringes” are as clear as 
we can get. 

Lurie said that any further research would be 
unethical because a control group that would not 
offer clean needles would have to be part of the 
study design. But, he asks, “How much proof do 
we need? Officials mu.st understand the reality of 
needle exchange m terms of life and death.” 

Skeptics, such as Pete WiLson, say there is a

need for more research and that needle exchange 
promotes drug abuse. The CDC report goes on to 
say, “ ... We believe that the benefits of NEPs as a 
component of a comprehensive HIV prevention 
program for drug users exceed the theoretical risks 
of such programs. We conclude that the ban on 
federal funding of NEPs should be lifted. ...” But 
the Clinton Administration and Pete Wilson con¬ 
tinue to hesitate - while our friends and families 
continue to die. 

At the present time over a million needles are 
being exchanged each year at San Francisco’s 
NEP, Prevention Point. Add in the costs of alcohol 
preps, cotton, bleach, condoms, and other items 
needed to be safe at the exchange, and the cost 
rises. The median budget for an American NEP is 
only $169,000 a year. Funding of NEPs as a pre¬ 
vention effort is a growing problem due to the right 
wing’s new control of the budget. But even more 
complicated in the medical field is the debate 
between money budgeted for prevention and 
money promised for treatment. 

We believe that needle exchange is both pre¬ 
vention and treatment when we look at the pro¬ 
gram from a broader perspective. The needle 
exchange advocates and draws out oppressed peo¬ 
ple to create access to resources in the community, 
such as legal agencies, alcohol and drug abuse cen¬ 
ters, children and family services, clothing, show¬ 
ers, dental services, domestic violence/rape crisis 
centers, housing, food, healthcare, social support. 

ACT UP/Golden Gate continues to support both 
treatment and prevention funding, with no borrow¬ 
ing one from the other. 

AIDS is more than ever a consequence of the 
drug epidemic. Public health and society at large 
need to understand the scope of drug use and deal 
with appropriate educational campaigns, drug 
treatment opportunities, and outreach efforts. 

Even deeper than that, we as individuals need to 
question what we know about drug use in all lev¬ 
els of society. Why is it socially acceptable to 
swallow a pill in a restaurant - but taking that same 
pill and making it into a powder to inhale it or melt 
it and shoot it into your vein changes the meaning? 
We have to change our perception of people who 
use drugs, so that prevention efforts such as needle 
exchange become accepted and endorsed. Other 
answers to effective prevention in needle exchange 
are full funding, relaxation of the law, and our offi¬ 
cials totally embracing the disaster that AIDS is. 

Until we realize as a society that this epidemic 
will never come to an end unless we prevent infec¬ 
tion in all people, the light at the end of the tunnel 
may be unattainable. T

Finding a Niche

y distaste - some 
might describe it 
as contempt - for 
the “gay slicks” 
regularly expressed in this col¬ 
umn has drawn some criticism. 
The complaints can be roughly 
generalized as amounting to a 
failure to get with the contem¬ 
porary trend. The day of the 
radical gay rag has passed, I’m 
told, and even the small zine is 
becoming passe. So I’ve 
decided to go with the flow. If 
you can’t beat ’em, join ’em - 
so I’ve come up with some 
ideas for my own “niche” pub¬ 
lications of profitable, slick 
gay magazines. 

Part of my previous prob¬ 
lem was my somewhat anti¬ 
quated journalistic ethic. I 
believed that a publication jus¬ 
tified its existence by serving a 
specific readership and provid¬ 
ing a unique editorial voice. 
This, of course, is more of a 
19th-century attitude than a 
contemporary one. Nowadays 
the crucial element is the pres¬ 
ence of an identifiable, prof¬ 
itable demographic subgroup 
which can be sold to main¬ 
stream marketers. Having 
finally grasped this point, my 
projected publications are all 
designed with profitable 
demographics in mind. 

Thus my first proposal is 
for a very slick publication to 
be titled Diva! This would be 
the first magazine specifically 
targeted at gay opera queens. 
We can claim, for example, 
that in fact the majority of 
males who voluntarily attend 
opera (as opposed to the large 
proportion of husbands who 
are dragged reluctantly along 
by their socially ambitious 
wives) are homosexual. And as 
for demographics, what a 
dream! 

Opera is not cheap. Opera- 
goers, gay or otherwise, are 
not chintzy. There may in fact 


be budget opera queens, but 
this is a purely relative judg¬ 
ment - the cheapest opera buff 
probably spends more on their 
hobby than an extravagant 
rock music fan. The advertis¬ 
ing for operas alone, with their 
high ticket prices, is probably 
quite lucrative. Then there are 
the various opera accessories: 
ankle-length mink opera 
cloaks, ruby-studded cloi¬ 
sonne red-ribbon pins and any 
number of pricey toys. 

Aside from such specialty 
advertising, the affluent read¬ 
ership should be quite attrac¬ 
tive to mainstream advertisers 
of big-ticket items like cars 
and premium booze. Few sub¬ 
groups can have the “high dis¬ 
cretionary incomes” of 
American opera queens! The 
demographics of the average 
readers of The Outvocate pale 
by comparison. 

Pussy-loving lesbians 

Next in line are two publi¬ 
cations for queer pet owners. 
The first, aimed at lesbian cat 
owners, would be called 
Pussy. The other, targeting gay 
dog-keepers, I call 
Metropolitan Hound. 

Although these constituencies 
aren’t as well-heeled (you’ll 
pardon the expression) as 
opera queens - but who is? - 
they still represent potentially 
lucrative markets. 

We can argue that pro-cat 
lesbians are perhaps a majority 
of the female homosexual pop¬ 
ulation. “Lesbians who care 
about pussies” can be the mag¬ 
azine’s slogan. 

And while women in gener¬ 
al earn less than men - which 
may explain the current dearth 
of lesbian-oriented publica¬ 
tions - it is likely that pussy- 
loving lesbians spend an inor¬ 
dinate proportion of their 
‘“discretionary incomes” on 
their cats. The same can be 
claimed for gay dog owners. 

Advertising in these maga- 
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Full off It 

The Lesbian Avengers show KSFO Radio and shock jock

zincs would necessarily be 
focused on specialized prod¬ 
ucts rather than the most prof¬ 
itable mainstream big-ticket 
items. Still, the market for 
rainbow pet paraphernalia, for 
Jesse Helms chew-toys for 
dogs and for specialized gay- 
friendly pet services (like

“Pink Paws” gay pet kennels) 
should be enough to under¬ 
write the publications. 

I suppose it may be some¬ 
thing of a challenge coming up 
with relevant articles for these 
magazines, but given the low 
editorial standards currently 
the rule in other gay niche 
publications, this seems a 
rather minor problem. If 
excessively fluffy copy were 
considered a serious draw¬ 
back, none of them would 
flourish. 

Pink elephants 

Occasionally one does have 
to stoop to outright lying in 
selling these niche publica¬ 
tions. I assume that none of the 
mainstream advertisers buying 
space in the Outvocate and 
similar magazines have both¬ 
ered to check on the inflated 
claims of the Lavender 
Dollarists selling them, or they 
would have discovered (as 


recent research has shown) 
that the gay community, 
despite the claims of gay 
demographers (and, ironically. 
Republican politicians), isn’t 
better off financially than our 
heterosexual counterparts. 

Since they swallow these 
claims without challenge, we 
can’t be blamed for taking 
advantage of their willful 
ignorance. This is the basis for 
my next niche publication. 
Pink Elephants on Parade, 
“The Magazine for Gay 
Republicans” (special thanks 
to Janet Rosen for helping coin 
the title, which, of course, 
comes from the Disney movie 
Dumbo). 

On the one hand we can 
claim that gay Republicans are 
dripping with fat and, obvious¬ 
ly, lack the judgment to avoid 
patently bad deals. On the 
other, it does involve us in the 
deception that there are 
enough gay Republicans in 
existence to justify a publica¬ 
tion aimed at them. 

This certainly isn’t true, but 
gay Republicans themselves 
heavily promote the notion 
that they’re a statistically sig¬ 
nificant subgroup, despite the 
lack of objective data. And the 
mainstream, always glad to 
bash the progressive nature of 
the queer community and to 
promote conservatism in all its 
forms and manifestations, has 
expressed its usual gullibility 


in accepting gay Repubs’ 
absurd claims. Thus we’re 
merely trading on a popular 
fallacy rather than being its 
prime promoter. 

I don’t know how much 
market there is for gay 
Republican tchotchkes - I 
haven’t seen many of them 
myself - but we can sure go 
for the mainstream marketers 
of things like big expensive 
cars and even houses. And 
with the Republican primaries 
looming, there might even be 
some decent political ads com¬ 
ing up. Of course, most of the 
Republicans running for presi¬ 
dent have nothing but con¬ 
tempt for gays, even gay 
Republicans, but they’d proba¬ 
bly be willing to solicit them 
for money for their campaigns. 

I know this last project 
sounds particularly cynical, 
unrealistic, and pointless, but 
this is gay publishing in the 
’90s we’re taking about. You 
have to go with the flow, to 
swallow any scruples based on 
editorial principles or such 
outmoded notions as honesty 
or realism. If you don’t like it, 
too bad. You have to get with 
the modem trend. If I did it, 
you can, too; it should turn out 
to be quite profitable in the 
long mn, after all. I can hardly 
wait to see the first issues of 
Diva!, Pussy, Metropolitan 
Hound, and Pink Elephants on 
Parade hit the newsstands. T

When Gertrude Stein Was There

Sixty ye^s ago this week, Gertrude 
Stein and her longtime companion Alice 
B. Toklas were the toast of San Francisco. 
The pair stayed at The Mark Hopkins 
Hotel, were photographed by Imogen 
Cunningham, and were featured in the 
pages of The Oakland Tribune and San 
Francisco Chronicle as ambassadors of 
culture. 

Stein “loved publicity, and she talked 
with everybody who wanted to talk to 
her,” according to Berkeley author Renate 
Stendhal, whose book Gertrude Stein in 
Words and Pictures was published last 
year. Toklas, on the other hand, never 
wanted any part of the spotlight. “She 
only completely supported Stein. She did 


it with a passion, not like a servant,” 
explained Stendhal. 

On April 13,1935, on the return trip to 
San Francisco after appearing at Mills 
College, Stein took a detour through the 
Oakland neighborhood of her childhood. 
(At age 17, she had moved with her 
brothers and sister to San Francisco, 
where her brother managed the family 
business. Omnibus Cable Car Company. 
Her mother died in 1888, followed in 
three years by her father.) 

Except for a few family visits early in 
the 20th century, Stein’s 1935 trip was 
her only extensive trip through California 
since moving to Paris in 1904. The lec¬ 
ture tour, which focused on the mechan¬ 
ics of language, produced what is 
arguably Stein’s most widely quoted but 


least understood comment of her long, 
widely quoted, and greatly misunder¬ 
stood writing career. Two years later she 
wrote in Everybody’s Autobiography, 
“There is no there there.” Yes, it was 
about Oakland - however, all she was 
referring to was the absence of her child¬ 
hood home on Thirteenth Avenue. 

But the sentiment stuck. Even those 
who are unfamiliar with Stein’s work 
probably know that statement about the 
less-famous side of the San Francisco Bay. 

At Mills and elsewhere, she gave the 
same speech about language and how it 
ought to be applied to poetry and fiction. 
Stein, said Stendhal, dazzled her audi¬ 
ences despite the somewhat dry subject 
matter. “She’d go into analyzing what a 
noun does, what a verb does, what a 


comma does. She hated commas; she 
hardly ever used them,” she said. Stein 
said as much during a lengthy interview 
with a Chronicle reporter, telling him, 
“Punctuation is necessary only for the 
feebleminded.” 

UC Berkeley was not impressed. Stein 
was considered too trivial to speak there, 
so she delivered her lecture on language 
at the International House in Berkeley. 

San Francisco resident Gertrude 
Atherton made many of the arrangements 
for dinners and trips around town. 

Stendhal said that she did not know if 
Stein and Toklas visited other members 
of the gay and lesbian community while 
in California. Queers just were not the 
topic of polite conversation, and thus not 
made part of recorded history. T

To be protected, plaintiffs 
would have to demonstrate that 
they have the genetic defect and 
that the employer discriminated 
on the basis of that genetic char¬ 
acteristic. 

The initial impact will be to 
offer some legal protection to 
those with family histories of 
predisposition to some forms 
of cancer, heart disease, and 
other maladies. It will remove 
fears that employers who use a 
growing array of tests capable 
of identifying those risks 
might discriminate against 
employees or applicants who 
test positive. 

In addition, the ruling may 


also open the door for attorneys 
to argue in court for inclusion of 
homosexuality under this work¬ 
place protection. 

The argument may go as 
follows: Research has strong¬ 
ly indicated a genetic compo¬ 
nent to at least some inci¬ 
dents of homosexuality; 
homosexuality is, statistically 
speaking, an abnormality; for 
many decades medical sci¬ 
ence regarded it as a disease - 
in fact, a number of practi¬ 
tioners still do. Therefore the 
plaintiff should be protected 
from workplace discrimina¬ 
tion because of his genetic 
makeup. 

It remains to be see whether 
or not the arguments are made - 
and more importantly, whether 
the courts will buy them. T

al form had died, while seven of 
those with polyclonal disease 
were still alive. 

“Our analysis has identified a 
specific sub-group of HIV- 
infected lymphoma patients 
whose clinical outcomes were 
different from all other HIV- 
related lymphoma cases,” said 
Dr. Lawrence Kaplan, UCSF 
associate professor of medicine 
at the UCSF-affiliated San 
Francisco General Hospital. 
Kaplan was principal author of 
the study, Trinkl said. 

Patients in the study who sur¬ 
vived the longest were those 
with polyclonal lymphomas and 
CDR lymphocyte blood counts 


above 200/mm-^, researchers 
reported. 

“The study shows there are 
molecular characteristics of 
these lymphomas that may be 
important in clinical outcome, 
and it suggests we should look 
at other ways to treat these 
patients,” Kaplan said. “The 
pathogenesis, or what makes 
these polyclonal tumors grow, 
may be different from the more 
common monoclonal tumors.” 

Polyclonal lymphoma 
patients might be good candi¬ 
dates for more novel therapies 
rather than the standard 
chemotherapy treatments, 
Kaplan said. 

Numerous other UCSF fac¬ 
ulty based at San Francisco 
General Hospital co-authored 
the study, Trinkl said. ▼

journalist Sander Vanocur. 
At the April 7 taping, 
Stoddard’s views were 
opposed by ILGO attor¬ 
ney Paul O’Dwyer, who 
argued, “The St. 
Patrick’s Day Parade is 
not a parade with a spe¬ 
cific message other than 
everyone is Irish for the 
day. 

“We’re a part of the 
[Irish] community, and 
we have a right to 
march,” O’Dwyer said. 

R.B. Quinn, legal 
director of The Freedom 
Forum First Amendment 
Center, said the First 
Amendment applies if 
there is expressive activ¬ 
ity. “But, there are times 
when equality is going 
to trump liberty. The 
Court has said that an 
intrusion by government 
into private affairs is 
wrong,” said Quinn. 
“But freedom of associ¬ 
ation is not absolute. If 
we take these issues one 
at a time, we’re more 
likely to produce posi¬ 
tive results.” ▼

with the San Ramon Police 
Department, has denied threat¬ 
ening or stalking Camey at any 
time, and told the Bay Area 
Reporter their encounters were 
coincidental. 

Windeler said the first 
chance meeting occurred in 
Mid-March, after he made 
arrangements to meet his cur¬ 
rent roommate, Ian Dolensek, 
in the vicinity of Powell and 
Market streets. Dolensek was 
late, and Windeler entered the 
San Francisco Shopping Center 
to use the restroom. 

Windeler said he spotted 
Camey and tried to avoid him, 
but was unavoidably forced to 
pass him on his way out. 

During the brief encounter, 
according to Windeler’s testi¬ 
mony to the court, Camey said 
“Mark, Mark, how are you?” 
Windeler told the judge he terse¬ 
ly responded, “Fine, what’s 
up?” and kept walking. Camey 
has subsequently claimed 
Windeler made a death threat at 
that time, cryptically referring to 
a legal dispute between the two. 

Both men acknowledge they 
were close friends prior to an 
auto accident in which Windeler 
said his vehicle was rear-ended 
by an uninsured driver, after 
which Camey sued Windeler’s 
auto insurance company. 

About a week after the mall 
encounter, Windeler and 
Dolensek saw Camey again, in 
a public parking lot at the 
Fillmore Center where Camey 
lives. Windeler has said he and 
his roommate were seeing a 
movie at the Kabuki 8 theater in 
Japantown and decided to park 
in the public lot after failing to 
locate a parking place on the 
street. Camey has said he does 
not believe that explanation. 

On the way out of the 
garage, Windeler told the court, 
he and Dolensek encountered 
Camey walking in. He said they 
briefly looked at each other, and 
then looked away. 

After the Friday hearing, 
Camey told the B.A.R., he has 
hired Sausalito private investi¬ 
gator Scott Crasser to pursue 
the case. ▼

That night Clinton and First 
Lady Hillary were wined and 
dined at the home of director 
Steven Spielberg. Attending the 
$50,000-a couple dinner were, 
among others, Barbra Streisand, 
Whoopi Goldberg, Sharon 
Stone, and Spielberg’s new 
DreamWorks SKG partners, 
Jeffrey Katzenberg and openly 
gay mogul David Geffen. 
Entertainment was provided by 
Robin Williams and k.d. lang, 
who sang apparent Clinton 
favorites “Constant Craving’’ 
and “The Right to Love.’’ The 
night raised almost $2 million 
for the Democratic Party. 

The next morning - Palm 
Sunday - the Clintons attended 
mass at the earthquake-tom 
Cathedral of Sl Vibiana, not too far 
from the Midnight Mission on Skid 
Row. Some Catholics are angry that 
the Church intends to spend over 
$43 million dollars to tear down the 
historic cathedral instead of restor¬ 
ing it for less money. 

The Clintons seemed a bit 
taken aback when they were 
greeted on arrival at the cathedral 
with shouts of “Bill Clinton, you 
can’t hide. We charge you with 
genocide!” from AIDS activists 


who’d been alerted about his 
quiet visit. About ten members 
of ACT UP/LA held signs such 
as “While Clinton lies, people 
die: AIDS Cure Now” and chant¬ 
ed slogans from behind a yellow 
police tape directly across from 
the motorcade’s entrance. 

Cardinal Roger Mahoney 
presided over the mass and later 
gave Clinton a copy of the 
Pope’s latest encyclical “The 
Gospel of Life,” his strongest 
dictum yet on the sin of abor¬ 
tion. As the activists waited for 
the mass to end, several 
Operation Rescue demonstrators 
arrived with gruesome pictures 
purporting to be of tom and 
bloody fetuses. As the worship¬ 
pers left the cathedral, they were 
funneled by police past both the 
OR and the ACT UP demonstra¬ 
tors - who made loud comments 
about priests who tell women 
not to use condoms for birth 
control, but use condoms them¬ 
selves to have sex with men. 

Although some parishioners 
were obviously angered by the 
comments, the AIDS activists 
seemed happy that they made their 
point, and that they were clearly 
seen by the Clintons, Mahoney, 
and federal Housing chief Henry 
Cisneros - who gave them a 
“thumbs up” sign. There were no 
incidents and no arrests. T

Wild Reeds (this screen¬ 
ing is co-presented by Frameline 
and dedicated to the memory of 
Mark Finch). 

nd then there’s the 
Akira Kurosawa award 
k presentation on April 
22. We have to say we were 
rather amused at the recipient, 
Stanley “Singin’ in the ^in” 
Donen. He has made some good 
films over the years (we’re look¬ 
ing forward to seeing Funny 
Face on the big screen). But he’s 
also responsible for one of the 
most appalling gay portrayals 
ever committed to celluloid, 
1969’s Staircase, a tale of two 
gay hairdressers (played by 
Richard Burton and Rex 
Harrison) and their miserable 
lives in London. All we can say 
is that Donen is preferable to 
Leni Reifenstahl (who was 
rejected when several staffers 
apparently threatened to resign 
if she were given the award). 

S ilence = Death: Our 
exclusive lesbian opera¬ 
tive at the United 
Nations 39th Session of the 
Commission on the Status of 
Women held in New York last 
month brought back lots of dirt 
for Out There readers. 
Apparently there were “tons of 
lesbians” there (and at least two 
members of government delega¬ 
tions were seen dancing at La 
Escuelita, a Latino drag club 
near Times Square). But it seems 
that the SF-based International 
Gay and Lesbian Human Rights 
Commission (IGLHRC) is the 
only queer group officially a part 
of the UN’s World Conference 
on Women coming up in 
September in Beijing. 
Maintaining the old “if you’d 
just keep your mouth shut, no 
one would bother you” angle, 
the Conference’s Secretary 
General Gertrude Mongella 
told IGLHRC’s Rachel 
Rosenthal that if she saw her 
walking down the street, she 
wouldn’t know she was a les¬ 
bian. Hence, what need was 
there for lesbian human rights to 
be addressed at the conference? 


L esbian Highjackers: 
IGLHRC’s ongoing peti¬ 
tion and letter-writing 
campaign to the UN resulted in 
what came to be known as “the 
lesbian pile,” a massive stack of 
papers in Mongella’s offices. 
And the visibility of the cam¬ 
paign prompted the circulation 
of a flier from a family values 
group declaring that the confer¬ 
ence was being “highjacked by 
lesbians.” IGLHRC will contin¬ 
ue lobbying to make sure there’s 
inclusion of lesbian issues in the 
official Platform for Action doc¬ 
ument that’s approved at the 
conference. FFI: (415) 255- 
8680.V

Meg Mackay at the Plush Room 

A Little More Edge, Please

eg Mackay’s talent as a singer is 
unquestioned. The woman pos¬ 
sesses a unique vocal instru¬ 
ment that allows her to swim 
gorgeously through her lower register and 
sail through her big Broadway-style belt. 
Her first album. So Many People, released 
last year, demonstrated her good taste in 
material and her robust way with a song. 

Her recent cabaret act, which debuted for 
a short run last week at the York Hotel’s 
newly renovated Plush Room, provided 
ample opportunity to appreciate Mackay’s 
instrument, but the intimate setting did little 
to reveal Mackay’s character. 

Unlike the CD, where voice is everything, 
cabaret requires more from a singer; it 
requires a demanding performance. The 
cabaret singer does not skip merrily up to the 
stage and just warble a few tunes. A cabaret 
audience expects a unique and thrilling vocal 
presence, expressive dramatic interpretation, 
ample doses of darkness and light, and above 
all, edge. 

Mackay has got the vocals, but her show 
lacked a distinct cabaret personality. It was¬ 
n’t about anything - not that the show has to 
have a theme or any such obvious ruse. But 
the singer needs to be coming from a specif¬ 
ic place and to bring her audience to that 
place with her. Mackay seemed more than a 
little insecure on stage, and her banter 
between songs was brief and silly. Her set¬ 
up for “My Brother Lived In San Francisco,” 
a song from the AIDS quilt-inspired musical 
Elegies, could have been the set-up for a

Joke: “This song is about something really, 
really serious.” The ensuing song could have 
been about breath mints or toe jam and the 
set-up would have paid off. But as it was, the 
sentiment of the song was lost in the anticli¬ 
max of the moment. 

From the opening number, “It Might As 


Well Be Spring,” to her encore, “Georgia On 
My Mind,” Mackay hit all the big notes and 
played all the big spaces. With such a great 
voice at her disposal it’s a shame she doesn’t 
explore the more subtle shades of the mater¬ 
ial. Her husband, Billy Philadelphia, provid¬ 
ed the musical accompaniment, which could 
account for some of Mackay’s “shading” 
issues. In Philadelphia’s hands, each number 
ends up sounding like a Billy Joel song. For 
the gospel-tinged version of the Louis 
Armstrong hit “What A Wonderful World” 
this style is appropriate, but for the extended 
Judy Garland section, this style couldn’t 
have been more inappropriate. Imagine “The 
Man That Got Away” sounding like ‘The 
Piano Man”? Not pretty. 

The comedy numbers provided welcome 
relief from the onslaught of torch songs. Ken 
Prymus’ ode to masturbation, “Making Love 
Alone,” was the highlight of the evening. 
Mackay is a deft comedienne and her show 
could use more laughs. 

Another highlight was one of her own 
compositions about a dairy cow whose 
“milkman” has gone and left her leaving the 
poor bovine quite blue. It’s funny material, 
and Mackay really connects with her audi¬ 
ence when she’s making them laugh. 

Mackay is too good a singer not to be 
bringing down the house by the end of her 
show. As it is, she tries to whittle away at the 
roof with each number. Now that she has 
quit her day job, which she proudly 
announced to her opening night audience, 
perhaps Mackay will have more time to con¬ 
centrate on bringing some texture and edge 
to her act. T

Berkeley Rep's 'A Moon for the Misbegotten' 


Saving Grace

ching loneliness, 
unbearable pain and 
soul-gratifying forgive- 
ness are several of the 
potent themes Eugene O’Neill 
grappled with and transformed 
into his luminous 1945 play A 
Moon for the Misbegotten. 
Difficult and fragile, the play 
runs the risk of seeming stilted 
and boring in anything but the 
most capable of hands. Berkeley 
Repertory Theatre’s moving new 
production is, thankfully, crafted 
by hands more than capable. 

With a running time of nearly 
three hours, A Moon for the 
Misbegotten must dispose of its 
plot mechanics in acts one and two 
so the conventional drama can give 
way to the ethereal, transcendent 
and almost hypnotic emotion of 
acts three and four. O’Neill’s last 
play. Moon takes its place with 
The Iceman Cometh and Long 
Day's Journey Into Night as an 
intensely autobiographical explo¬ 
ration of the playwright’s family. 

A Moon for the Misbegotten 
is the story of O’Neill’s older 
brother Jamie (called Jamie 
Tyrone in this play as he was in 
L^ng Day’s Journey) and his 
paralyzing grief over his moth¬ 
er’s death, which led to his losing 
battle with alcoholism. O’Neill’s 
feelings for his brother are com¬ 
plex, fluctuating from deep devo¬ 
tion and love to disgust and pity. 
O’Neill refused to see his brother 
during the final years of the older 
O’Neill’s alcohol-related illness, 
so the dramatic absolution 
offered to the fictional Jamie in 
the play comes from the forgive¬ 
ness the playwright was never 
able to offer his real-life sibling. 

The character O’Neill created 
to serve as his brother’s confessor 
is Josie Hogan, a large, foul- 
mouthed, tough-talking Irish farm 
girl. She works the Connecticut 
fields with her sour, crusty father 
and brags with manly gusto about 
her blemished reputation. The 
closest thing she has to a suitor is 
the foppish Jamie Tyrone, her 
father’s landlord, who spends 
most of his days and nights drink¬ 
ing at the local inn. 

Loathsome secrets 

Josie and Jim are drawn to 
each other, but are too involved 
in their own isolating personal 
dramas to get beyond the banter¬ 
ing, game-playing stage of their 
relationship. Finally, on a moon¬ 
lit night, Jim and Josie - through 
various plot machinations - con¬ 
front one another. Jim, drunk, of 
course, ends up sobbing in 
Josie’s arms and reveals his dark¬ 
est, most loathsome secrets, for 


which Josie forgives him. 

The time and care O’Neill 
takes to set the situation in 
motion pay off beautifully in this 
finely crafted Berkeley Rep pro¬ 
duction directed by Michael 
Bloom. Charles Dean is sharp 
and edgy as Jamie Tyrone. 
Emotionally laid bare before his 
confessor. Dean crafts a taut, 
wrenching performance. 

Michelle Morain’s Josie Hogan 
is a revelation. Morain’s consum¬ 
mate skill allows her to convey the 
ache behind Josie’s bluster with 
simple, subtle body language and 
a gorgeously expressive voice. 
Josie’s tentative but grounded pos¬ 
ture or the girlish yet austere way 
she wears her best purple dress 
belie the shame and the insecurity 
within her. Rich, passionate and 
breathtakingly tender, Morain’s 
Josie is the flame by which the rest 
of the play is illuminated. 

With such fine actors at his dis¬ 
posal, director Bloom’s work can 
focus on the creation of the hushed, 
lyrical tone that must exist for Jim’s 
confession and Josie’s absolution 
to be meaningful beyond their 
words. Watching Josie hold Jim in 
her arms on the steps of her ram¬ 
shackle home, as the couple is 
bathed in the moonlight, the audi¬ 
ence is moved to an altered state 
thanks to the excellent work of set 
designer Barbara Mesney and 
lighting designer Peter Maradudin. 

Unfortunate distraction 

The only distraction, unfortu¬ 
nately, is Stephen LeGrand’s 
sound design. With the dawn, the 


mood changes and we come out of 
our reverie. The play’s creators felt 
it was necessary to indicate this 
mood shift with some ill-chosen 
religious choral music underscored 
by a saxophone. Transforming the 
scene into something overtly reli¬ 
gious is a huge mistake and threat¬ 
ens to destroy the delicate atmos¬ 
phere that has been created 
through the performances and the 
stagecraft. This giant misstep, 
along with some uninteresting 
work in the supporting cast, are 
merely distractions thanks largely 
to the transfixing work of the 
play’s central performers. 

The success of O’Neill’s writ¬ 
ing in A Moon for the Misbegotten 
is that although the story of Jim 
and Josie is profoundly and heart- 
breakingly sad, there emerges the 
triumph of beneficence. Josie’s 
unflinching ability to do exactly 
what Jim needs her to do at the 
most crucial moment of his life is 
a gloriously selfless act. O’Neill 
does not let the play wallow in the 
glory "but brings on the harsh day¬ 
light to bring reality firmly back 
into place and common sense back 
into the heads of his characters. 
The sentiment here is clear-head¬ 
ed, not cloying. Josie cannot save 
Jim, but she can offer honest kind¬ 
ness and with it, the reaffirmation 
that the human spirit can achieve 
small moments of grace. T

Fleeting Images Capture Pre-Revolutionary Cuba 

Visual Splendors

' t’s the rare film that can 
reach the cinematic and 
polemical heights of 
Mikhail Kalatozov’s I Am 
Cuba. With all the grandiosity 
of an old ’60s melodrama, and 
all the fervor of a quintessential 
propaganda vehicle, / Am Cuba 
is a remarkable testament to 
Cold War-era filmmaking. 

Described by critics as “an 
outlandish hybrid of propagan¬ 
da and aestheticism” (David 
Denby), “a fabulous beast of a 
movie” (Stuart Klawans), and 
“an amazing Cold War artifact” 
(Dave Kehr), I Am Cuba is a 
truly provocative and engaging 
film. 

Beautifully shot in black- 
and-white, the film is a lush, 
often romantic vision of pre¬ 
revolutionary Cuba as seen 
through the eyes of a young 
Havana woman driven into 
prostitution, a martyred univer¬ 
sity student, an old farmer, and 
young campesino who are cru¬ 
elly displaced from their land. 
Laced through each vignette is 
an omnipresent voice (in 


Russian and Spanish) that 
invokes a poetic, if anguished, 
voice of a nation struggling for 
its liberation. 

But the film mesmerizes the 
viewer through the brilliant 
camera work of cinematograph¬ 
er Sergei Urusevsky, who was 
clearly inspired by the great 
Russian filmmaker Sergei 
Eisenstein {Battleship Potemkin, 
Alexander Nevsky and Ivan the 
Terrible). Urusevsky’s use of fil¬ 
ters and wide-angle lenses gives 
the film haunting appeal. The 
camera never seems to stop 
moving. It surveys everything in 
its path, from every possible 
angle and distance, in a surreal¬ 
istic, almost hallucinogenic 
pace. At times this relentless 
visual style works against the 
film, as the insatiable movement 
tends to overwhelm the film’s 
four main stories. 

Jointly produced by 
Moscfilm and the Cuban Film 
Institute (ICAIC), I Am Cuba 
began filming in 1962, just after 
the Cuban missile crisis. 
Directed by Mikhail Kalatozov, 
who won international acclaim 
for his film The Cranes Are 


Flying, and written by Russian 
poet Yevgeny Yevtushenko and 
Cuban novelist Enrique Pineda 
Barnet, this heroic tribute to the 
Cuban revolution is a blend of 
Russian and Cuban sensibilities, 
a mixture of “Slavic solemnity 
with Latin sensuality.” 
American filmmakers Martin 
Scorsese and Francis Ford 
Coppola, along with Milestone 
Films, are credited with its com¬ 
mercial release. 

Despite its often revolution¬ 
ary pretense and comical flam¬ 
boyance, / Am Cuba was an 
ambitious film for its time, an 
authentic period piece whose 
rich images are as stunning 
today as 30 years ago when the 
film was made. Whether seen 
with an eye for its melodramat¬ 
ic flare, or for the epic propor¬ 
tions of its propaganda, I Am 
Cuba is a visual feast, a stag¬ 
geringly beautiful film that will 
awe even the most seasoned 
moviegoer. T

In addition to the 
Powell/Pressburger tribute, 
SFIFF 38 will honor several 
luminaries of the international 
cinema: Stanley Donen, master 
of the American musical {On the 
Town, Funny Face, Singin’ in 
the Rain and Royal Wedding); 
Suso Cecchi D’Amico, who 
wrote most of Luchino 
Visconti’s screenplays and col¬ 
laborated with Michelangelo 
Antonioni on Lady Without 
Camelias and Le Amiche\ docu- 
mentarian Les Blank; and the 
French Institut Lumiere, whose 
inestimable contribution to cine¬ 
ma will be recognized in an 
evening of short films by the 
Lumiere Brothers. 

For lesbian and gay viewers, 
this year’s festival offers laven¬ 
der goodies from Britain, 
France, Belgium, Germany, 
Taiwan, the U.S., and else¬ 
where. Since most of the films 
mentioned here will open local¬ 
ly in commercial runs, critical 
comments will be kept to a min¬ 


imum; a few capsule reviews, 
however, will help the curious 
find their way through the con¬ 
fusing maze of titles and names. 

Gregg Araki’s latest. The 
Doom Generation, has been 
pegged the filmmaker’s most 
“heterosexual” film to date, 
though it’s hard to imagine any 
film by Mr. Araki as straight in 
any sense of the word, given his 
status as the king, or queen, of 


“the New Queer Cinema.” This 
time, Mr. Urban Alienation 
involves us with a drugged-out 
threesome on the lam from the 
cops after one of the trio acci¬ 
dentally blows the brains of a 
store clerk all over the wall. 
Cameos by Heidi Fleiss, 
Margaret Cho, and something 
called Skinny Puppy will, at the 
least, give the O.J. Simpson

Selected Poems of Dennis Cooper

» eople who interpret 
Dennis Cooper’s nov- 
els, such as Frisk and 
Closer, as merely a gay 
variation on the horror genre 
have always seemed to me to be 
missing a huge part of what 
makes his work important. Yes, 
there may be a fair share of boy 
mutilations, snuff scenarios and 
other gruesome stuff in his Active 
world, but all the unpleasantness 
is conveyed in language that is 
spare, carefully chosen, poetic. 
Above all else, this is a literary 
artist, following in the footsteps 
of Genet, de Sade and Rimbaud. 

Cooper’s prose works are a 
natural extension of his poetry. 


which first brought him literary 
notice. Before there was a 
Generation X, there was “the 
Blank Generation,” and Cooper 
staked out its druggy poses and 
postpunk milieu in poetry col¬ 
lections like Idols and The 
Tenderness of the Wolves. Now 
Grove Press has brought out The 
Dream Police, Selected Poems, 
1969-1993, and part of the plea¬ 
sure of the collection is in seeing 
just how consistent and focused 
Cooper has been, from the very 
start of his literary career. 

The poems are presented in 
three sections. Dumb (work 
from ’69 to ’78), Defl/(’78-’83), 
and Blind (’83-’93). Already in 
the first poem, “After School, 
Street Football, Eighth Grade,” 
the author’s themes and idiosyn¬ 
cratic obsessions are clear. “One 
day one guy was very tired,/did- 
n’t move fast enough,/so a car 
hit him and he sprawled/fifty 
feet away, sexy, but he 


was/dead, blood like lipstick, 
then/those great boys stood 
together... .” 

Sparkling voice 

Cooper’s appeal has always 
resided in his voice, which mim¬ 
ics the banality of vernacular 
usage but, by some alchemical 
process of emphasis and editing, 
usually sparkles. Detached, 
deadpan, at times mordant, the 
voice of these poems fascinates 
in its cool appraisal of sordid 
reality. Drugs, sex-for-pay, rape, 
murder, dismemberment ... all 
the greatest hits are here, but 
they co-exist with idolatry, mys¬ 
tery, irony, even humor. “Then I 
stabbed/her. It’s like/cutting a 
pie,/if you must know.” 

There are also the rudiments 
of a class critique in Cooper’s 
observations: “When Thomas 
said,/‘Love’s overrated,’/! said, 
‘You spoiled/fucking brat.’ And 
I/reminded him, ‘Some/boys 


have AIDS, re-/tardation,’ etc. 
Stuff/he’d never se-e-e-en/up in 
Beverly Hills.” 

The last cycle of poems 
included here was evidently 
produced by the contemplation 
of a photograph, and there is 
something of the aesthete in 
Cooper’s stance. An early 
“Lecture, 1970” gives a sense of 
where he positions himself in 
literary history. A later prose 
poem, “My Direction,” in effect 
equates art appreciation with the 
“guzzling” of pastries. But you 
can tell the poet is a true con¬ 
noisseur. Even a running com¬ 
mentary on the life of JFK Jr. 
treats the celebrity as a col¬ 
lectible, to be placed in various 
situations, his inner life scruti¬ 
nized. The poet takes great 
delight in the subversion inher¬ 
ent in this game. 

Cooper’s eye and ear are 
remarkable, perhaps a tad 
cruel, but faithful to the truth of 



our times in a way most gay 
writers can’t even approach. 
The Dream Police has a bonus, 
jacket art by Nayland Blake 
similar to the cover of Jerk, 
Blake and Cooper’s nifty col¬ 
laboration for Artspace Books. 
The Grove edition should serve 
to bring both of these artists 
still wider attention. ▼

tional Clayton Boone. A hunky 
ex-Marine, Whale’s lawncutter 
gets caught up in the chaos of 
his employer’s physical and 
mental decline. 

Bram’s prose has an evanes¬ 
cent quality that evokes his pro¬ 
tagonist’s fading consciousness. 
Drugged and wracked by pain, 
rushes of memory assault 
Whale. He grumbles about 
being remembered solely for his 
horror films - which he saw as 
trifles, steppingstones to better 
vehicles that, for the most part, 
didn’t materialize - but the 
irony of Bram’s tale is that 
Whale spends his last days fus¬ 
ing Boone with his most famous 
creation, the Monster in 
Frankenstein. 

Father of Frankenstein is a 
fairly engaging read, though its 
blending of real life and fiction 
is an uneasy one. Perhaps 
because Whale’s biography 
comes ready-made, his psychol¬ 



ogy and motivations are ren¬ 
dered more skillfully than 
Boone’s. A loner and loser who 
is both attracted to the famous 
director and repulsed by him, 
Boone never registers as vividly 
as Whale, though Bram is fortu¬ 
nately at his best with the char¬ 
acter during the novel’s climac¬ 
tic sequence. ▼

Circus a run for its money. 
Features spectacular sounds by 
Nine Inch Nails, Porno for 
Pyros, Belly, and others.

Russo alert? 

No doubt, controversy will 
swirl around Claire Denis’ 
provocative new flick, / Can’t 
Sleep. Based on a true story, the 
film revolves around two gay 
men, Camille, a black drag 
queen, and Raphael, who, 
together, killed close to a dozen 
elderly women in Paris in the 
late ’80s for their money and 
jewelry. 

Additional narrative threads 
involve a Lithuanian actress, 
Daiga, who comes to Paris to 
pursue the empty promises of an 
egocentric theatre director, now 
her estranged lover, and 
Camille’s brother, Theo, who 
wishes to escape the subtle but 
palpable racism of Paris for the 
freer climes of his native 
Martinique. 

Although the film’s cold, 
deadpan style is off-putting ini¬ 


tially, the lack of inflection ulti¬ 
mately heightens awareness of 
both the simplicity of the char¬ 
acters and the depth of their 
misfortune. The film is a sym¬ 
pathetic portrait of outsiders 
who, because of ethnicity, gen¬ 
der, and economic status, are 
unable to find secure footing in 
an environment that forces them 
to take desperate measures to 
survive. 

The PC Police will, no 
doubt, stomp feet and shrill that 
the film is insensitive because 
one character is a gay murderer, 
but Camille isn’t dropped in 
front of viewers as a gimmick or 
sensational ploy. Furthermore, 
Richard Courcet plays Camille 
as a human being with a person¬ 
ality and a story to tell. Film 
plays the Kabuki May 2 (4 p.m.) 
and May 3 (9:15 p.m.). 

Chantal Akerman, whose 
minimal narratives typically 
limn complex themes, is back 
with Portrait of a Young Girl in 
the late Sixties in Brussels, a 
loosely sketched story of 
teenage sexual uncertainty.

hero,” said a wise 
child, “is a celebrity 
who did something.” 
To find out what 
Rudolf Nureyev did that made 
him a hero as well as a celebrity, 
you’ll probably have to wait for 
the next biography. Otis Stuart’s 
splashy book reads at times like 
a rollicking queeny string of 
scandalous anecdotes. It’s not 
mean-spirited, like so many 
celebrity bios, and it’s not para¬ 
sitic (Stuart was a lover of the 
dance), but it’s not a pretty sight 
to see someone winning his wel¬ 
come by trading in the stuff of 
blackmail. 

Part of me protests, like the 
Marschallin in Rosenkavalier, 
“Don’t bother me with that 
trash.” Did I really want to know 
that Margot Fonteyn probably 
aborted Nureyev’s baby? Or that 
the gunman who paralyzed her 
husband, the Panamanian diplo¬ 
mat/politician Roberto de Arias, 
may not have been a political 
assassin but a jealous husband 
whom de Arias may have cuck¬ 
olded? 

On the other hand, the idea 
that Nureyev “leaped to free¬ 
dom” because he was gay and 
that the KGB had set a trap for 
him (by lodging him on tour 
with Yuri Soloviev, a brilliant. 


unstable, and very attractive fel¬ 
low dancer, who freaked out 
when Nureyev made a pass at 
him) is very compelling news. 

As you must have heard, 
Nureyev died of AIDS - and his 
biographer, who also had AIDS 
and was racing against the clock 
to finish his book, has himself 
recently died. Stuart, who was 
my colleague at Ballet Review, 
was a great balletomane, and 
he’s assembled a racy backstage 
tale, rich in dance lore. It’s 
scrappy, though, and much of it 
is barely substantiated gossip. 

It seems clear that Stuart 
made this book his swan song, 
and he was determined a) not to 
overtax himself, b) to make 
enough money from writing it to 
pay his bills, c) to have fun 
doing it, and most of all d) to 
make it a life-affirming, gay¬ 
positive and sex-positive 
account. 

The weaknesses of Perpetual 
Motion may be forgiven if you 
bear this in mind - but this is not 
a complete biography. First, 
Stuart didn’t know everything. 
Many people, hearing he was 
going to focus on gay sex and 
AIDS, refused to talk to him. 
Secondly, he has identified so 
strongly with Nureyev that the 
analysis is weak. 

Furthermore, his style is not 
up to describing epic things: 
Russian winters, Stalin, the 
squalor and unbelievable poverty 
of Nureyev’s childhood, all come 
out sounding like Nellie trying to 


impress Mary with some Stark 
Scenes. (There is material only 
Dostoyevsky could have han¬ 
dled: Nureyev’s mother setting 
fire to their only blanket, to drive 
the wolves away; or the elderly 
couple the family shared a hovel 
with, who’d give young Rudi 
food, over his communist par¬ 
ents’ objections, if he’d pray with 
them.) 

Nor has he placed Nureyev 
in dance history. Parts of it are 
there - his impact on male 
dancing, the way he pulled his 
lines and danced high on the 
balls of his feet to make his 
legs look longer, his desire to 
work with modern dancers. 
But his impact is misrepre¬ 
sented. The context we get is 
mostly celebrity/ pop culture. 
And even in pop terms, Stuart 
links Nureyev too much to the 
Mick Jagger/Marlon Brando 
archetype. 

Nureyev was indeed a charter 
member of the jet set (and Stuart 
suggests that he had an affair 
with Jagger). But when I saw a 
lot of Nureyev - in 1969 and 
1970, when I went to the ballet 
in London almost weekly - 
Nureyev’s impact on me was 
more like John Lennon’s than 
Mick Jagger’s. Peace, freedom, 
love, justice, the holiness of 
heart’s truth is what I remember 
getting from Nureyev in Romeo 
and Juliet, Swan Lake, Dances 
at a Gathering. Lennon made 
high-mindedness a part of rock 
music, and Nureyev made mass 


appeal a part of high art. Both 
confirmed me in my idealism. 
There was such striving in him - 
the image that made him unique 
was the way he pulled his legs, 
stretched his lines, lifted his 
breastbone, opened himself up, 
hid nothing. 

Stuart is more interested in 
the Nureyev of the ’70s, when 
from the audience it could be 
seen he was already fading as a 
great dancer and was taking des¬ 
perate measures to hide it from 
himself: dancing himself into a 
lather, never taking a break, 
telling interviewers that he 
danced best when he was tired. 
He wasn’t telling the press that 
he was getting laid every 12 
hours and needed sex like other 
people need sleep. But many 
people had noticed that Nureyev 
looked exhausted; already in the 
early ’70s, when I saw him in 


Berkeley, he had lost all his ele¬ 
vation. I’ll never forget it: I was 
beside myself. I thought he was 
going to die onstage. It was 
awful; I felt like I’d lost my 
innocence. 

Nureyev’s decline was sad¬ 
dening, and his refusal to 
acknowledge it was shocking - 
and he got away with it, like Liz 
Taylor and Elvis. Stuart identi¬ 
fied so strongly with Nureyev’s 
act of defiance, it’s obviously 
what got him through the day’s 
writing. It led him to cast his net 
wide for tales of Nureyev’s sex¬ 
ual prowess to back up his case 
that sex between the acts 
restored his glamour. And he’s 
. pulled in quite a haul; it reads 
like Andrew Holleran in there. 
I’m glad he did, for nobody else 
would have, and it is a part of 
the tale. I feel certain someone 
else will tell us the rest. ▼

I got two books 
out of being ugly. But I don’t 
want to relive my high school 
years when people called me 
“monster face.” T

■ desperately tried to convince myself that looks didn't mat¬ 
ter. A French egghead said, “Ugliness is superior to beauty 
because it lasts longer.” In other words, screw beauty. Plato 
said the beauties of the body were nothing compared to the 
beauties of the soul. In other words, my ugliness was an illu¬ 
sion. 

But beauty was too wonderful to be resented or dismissed. I 
fantasized more about profiles than sex. And I never stopped 
wanting to be beautiful.

For those who aren’t naturally 
beautiful, Siman’s book will come 
in handy, for it underscores the 
many advances modem science 
has made in concocting artificial 
beauty and profiles the colorful, if 
slightly tortured, psyches that 
resort to it. Interviews with plastic 
surgeons, models, photographers, 
and glamorous celebrities make 
lively copy as Siman takes us 
down this rocky road of tummy- 
tucks, dermabrasion, lip augmen¬ 
tation, collagen implants, and 
liposculpture. It could only hap¬ 
pen in America, a place where, 
Siman writes, surplus leisure time 
and money have allowed people to 
indulge their innermost fantasies 
about l(X)king good. 

As esoteric as it sounds, 
Siman’s interest in The Beauty 
Trip isn’t merely to show off his 
good taste in friends and know¬ 
how with plastic surgery. His 
book is equal parts tortured con¬ 
fessional and documentary of 
the beauty industry. On almost 
every page, Siman recounts his 
painful experiences growing up 
in the ’70s an acne-scarred out¬ 
cast whose sole ambition was to 
look like Shaun Cassidy. Beauty 
wasn’t a source of pleasure, as 
he’d been taught, it was pure 
agony: “I had acne so awful,” he 
writes in The Beauty Trip, “that 
I wore only one contact lens so 
my face would be blurred when 
I looked in the mirror. I’ve 
always considered mirrors to be 
the true courtroom of beauty.” 

Being gay, which means 
you’re an instant connoisseur of 
all things beautiful, didn’t help. 

In part, the pain of these mem¬ 
ories inspired Siman to write The 
Beauty Trip, which, he hopes. 


will get people talking about 
beauty, something the 33-year- 
old author thinks people are reti¬ 
cent to do. In fact, when I asked 
him in a recent interview how he 
looks now after years of working 
out and two dermabrasion opera¬ 
tions to mitigate the visual impact 
of severe acne scars, the author 
bristles and quickly changes the 
subject. When the topic wasn’t 
Ken, however, Mr. Siman proved 
utterly eloquent and forthcoming 
on rhatters beautiful. Our discus¬ 
sion follows herewith: 

B.A.R.: What do you want 
people to get from your book? 

KS: Mostly, I wanted to tell 
an entertaining story. I don’t 
want people to be resentful or 
angry about being unattractive. I 
just want people to know that 
there is something about beauti¬ 
ful people that is worth admir¬ 
ing. Beauty is a very special 
thing - it’s real. 

You say it’s real yet people go 
to great lengths to cultivate 
beauty using cosmetics, complex 
hair styles, and expensive 
clothes. People use techniques 
and things to create the illusion 
of beauty. 

Beauty is not an illusion. Yes, 
it’s true airbrushing does exist, but 
most of these people [models] are 
extraordinary looking to begin 
with. And it’s fun to look at beau¬ 
tiful people because it gets people 
talking about what is and isn’t 
beautiful. And people aren’t usu¬ 
ally willing to talk about beauty. 

Why are people reticent to 
discuss beauty? What is at risk? 

You risk being called superfi¬ 
cial, but more importantly, people

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are afraid to have their vanity 
bruised. Once you acknowledge 
that beauty exists, chances are 
you’re not a beauty, and that 
means exposing your own sense 
of vanity, or your envy for people 
who are - and that can be painful. 

At what point does a preoc¬ 
cupation with beauty become 
unhealthy? 

: A preoccupation with beauty 
becomes uninteresting when 
one is consumed by it and noth¬ 
ing else. I think an obsession 
with beauty can be healthy if 
one uses it to learn to appreciate 
other kinds of beauty. Plato said 
that the appreciation of physical 
beauty leads to appreciation of 
other forms of beauty. I think 
it’s healthy to be preoccupied 
for a while with beauty instead 
of dismissing it. 


Do people often tell you that 
you need to get past the surface 
person to see "inner beauty ” ? 

You can only tell inner beauty 
over time. If we could see inner 
beauty immediately then we’d be 
spared lots of smarmy relation¬ 
ships and people would be able to 
avoid serial Idllers. In the mean¬ 
time we get only fleeting glimpses 
of people, so the surface is very 
important and, often, it’s a lot of 
fun to look at. Look and enjoy. 

Is there a relationship 
between beauty and power? 

I don’t think beauty is power. 
People have beauty, for the most 
part, only during youth. It is more 
a privilege than it is power. Beauty 
is the privilege of being able to 
walk into a room and turn heads. 
That sounds very trivial, but it’s 
not. It’s a tremendous privilege. 

Why are gay men so hard on 
each other about their looks? 
Why does it matter so much?

and Arvo Part, who are all the 
rage these days, are represented 
by relatively brief and light¬ 
hearted (for them) pieces. The 
hype surrounding their music 
can’t dim the loveliness of their 
inspiration, but it is Swiss com¬ 
poser Frank Martin’s enchanti¬ 


ng little Mass that steals the 
show. 

Martin was a young man 
when he wrote the five move¬ 
ment rite and still largely 
unformed as a composer, yet his 
touches of harmonic daring and 
flirtations with atonality firmly 
root the score in the present day 
and justify careful listening. 

Samuel Barber’s gorgeous 
Agnus Dei, based on the famous 
Adagio for Strings, is worth the 
purchase price of the disc. It is 
hard to imagine a better perfor¬ 
mance of this overwhelmingly 
beautiful music. Soprano soloist 
Arietha Lockhart must be 
praised for her exquisite purity 
of tone. 

Shaw closes his recital with 
Arnold Schoenberg’s Friede 
auf Erden {Peace on Earth), 
but don’t be afraid, it plays 
with atonality without offend¬ 
ing and ends on a joyously 
affirmative note. It inspires as 
it soothes.

Indomitable choral direc¬ 
tor Robert Shaw defies ill¬ 
ness and old age to enjoy a 
remarkable Indian Summer 
in the recording studio. It 
seems like he has a new 
release every other month. 

The latest is an exploration 
of 20th century choral reper¬ 
toire performed by his excellent 
ensemble culled from Boston 
University, Ohio State 
University and the University of 
California at Los Angeles. 
Shaw has sometimes been criti¬ 
cized for his metric beat and 
square interpretive stance, but 
most singers recognize the 
necessity for sure control of a 
large chorus, and this maestro’s 
experience is evident in every 
selection.

’Physique Pictorial’ 

In the Gay 1890s, Florenz 
Ziegfeld started the modern 
commercial exploitation of 
muscular males by making 
German strongman Eugen 
Sandow a household name. 
Vaudeville exhibitions of 
strength such as Sandow’s, 
Hooven explains, evolved into 
bodybuilder competitions where 
men demonstrated the visual 
results of their workouts by 
striking muscle-enhancing 
poses in front of an audience. 
The popularity of these compe¬ 
titions eventually led to the 
bodybuilding magazines of the 
’30s. After the Second World 
War, beefcake became so popu¬ 
lar that mass circulation maga¬ 
zines ran bare-chested shots of 
movie actors. Starstruck young 
men flocked to Hollywood to 
try their luck, many long on 
looks but short on talent. 

Gay amateur photographer 
Bob Mizer grew up in Southern 
California and wanted to help 
these Hollywood hopefuls. He 
founded a cooperative for male 


models called the Athletic Model 
Guild (AMG) in the late ’40s. 
Eschewing the traditional head- 
shot, Mizer photographed his 
models full-length and as nude as 
the law would allow. The cooper¬ 
ative failed, but Mizer discovered 
there was a big demand for his 
photographs. He began selling 
them through mail-order. 

Mizer created Physique 
Pictorial, the first physique 
magazine, when he began sta¬ 
pling his mail-order photos 
booklet-fashion in 1950. 
Looking to drum up business, he 
took the magazine to a news¬ 
stand in a cruisy area of 
Hollywood. He left with an 
order for more. Word spread 
quickly, and other Los Angeles 
newsstands began to carry it. 
Mizer increased the magazine’s 
print run dramatically with each 
new issue; every copy sold. 
Before the end of 1952, 
Physique Pictorial was avail¬ 
able nationwide and in Europe. 

According to Hooven, what 
was new about Mizer’s photogra¬ 
phy was not the subject matter, 
but how he treated it.' 
Photographers had been shooting 
male nudes since the invention of 
the camera. Unlike female nudes.

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however, male photographic sub¬ 
jects weren’t allowed to be nude 
solely for aesthetic reasons. But 
Mizer broke the rules by sugges¬ 
tively posing Physique Pictorial's 
male models in abbreviated jock¬ 
straps, or showing them com¬ 
pletely naked with their backsides 
to the camera, a pretty radical idea 
for the repressive ’50s. 

Bruce of Los Angeles 

Hooven points out that the 
ideal male form - broad shoul¬ 
ders, narrow hips, strong chin, 
high forehead - has been a sta¬ 
ple image in visual art through¬ 
out history, from Egyptian wall 
paintings to Christian iconogra¬ 
phy to physique photography. 
But one of the few physique 
photographers to show artistry 
beyond mere exploitation of 
flesh was Bruce of Los Angeles. 

Bruce began taking physique 
pictures for men’s magazines in 
the early ’40s and continued to 
do so until his death in 1974. 
The theatrical style of his work 
combined with painstaking 
attention to lighting made his 
photographs unique. His color 
works in particular are rich and 
tactile, and his subjects delicate, 
seemingly touchable. Contem¬ 
porary photographers of the 
male form such as Bruce Weber 
and Robert Mapplethorpe bla¬ 
tantly cribbed Bruce’s style. 

Unfortunately, Hooven, who 
seems more interested in the 
interchangable models than the 
photographers, gives short shrift 
to Bruce of Los Angeles, repro¬ 
ducing only a few of his pho¬ 
tographs and not very good ones 
at that. (A more representative 
overview is the 1990 Bruce of 
Los Angeles monograph pub¬ 
lished by Bruno Gmunder.) 

Masculine mythological 
themes permeate both physique 
photography and illustration. 
The Wild West, Native- 
American history, and Stanley 
Kubrick’s film Spartacus fed 
physique artists’ imaginations. 
A photo of a gangly guy wear¬ 
ing a cowboy hat and boots with 
a gun holster hitched up over his 
posing strap seems ridiculous. 
Yet these symbols, which play 
on Hollywood westerns, boy¬ 
hood storybooks, and the real- 
life working situations of many 
Midwestern men, resonate in a 
profound and subliminal way. 
Using mythological themes 
gave physique art a more mean¬ 
ingful, imaginative context. 

The anti-^ick brigade 

The guardians of public 
morals attacked nearly all pub¬ 
lishers of sexual printed matter 
during the 1940s and 50s, includ¬ 
ing literary works such as D.H. 
Lawrence’s Lady Chatterly 's 
Lover. But they attacked 
physique magazines with excep¬ 
tional vehemence because of the 
magazines’ gay sensibility. 

For much of the ’50s, Hooven 
asserts, physique magazines 
weren’t just an aspect of gay cul¬ 
ture: they were gay culture. 
Physique Pictorial and 
Tomorrow's Man, another 
physique title, routinely sold over 
40,000 copies each. Meanwhile, 
One, the magazine of the 
Mattachine Society, the early gay 
rights organization, topped its cir¬ 
culation at 3,500 in 1955. 

The campaign against 
physique photography began as 
early as 1948, when the U.S. 
Post Office ordered men’s mag¬ 
azines to clean up their mail¬ 
order advertisements. Later, Los 
Angeles County demanded that 
Physique Pictorial conceal the 
bare buttocks of its front cover 
models in order to remain on 
newsstands. Bob Mizer under-

feminism, lesbian and gay rights 
and much more. Plays the 
Kabuki April 30 (7 p.m.) and 
May 2 (1:30 p.m.). 

A not-to-be missed queerish 
flick in SPIFF 38 is Taiwanese 
filmmaker Tsai Ming-Liang’s 
Vive L'Amour. Although over- 
long and frequently tedious, the 
film is built around such a deli¬ 
cious and witty premise that it 
survives the director’s longeurs 
and unfortunate attempts at 
Metasignificance. When a bored 
and withdrawn teenager, Hsiao- 
kang, finds and steals a key to an 
abandoned apartment in down¬ 
town Taipei, he turns the space 
into a sacred haven for his own 
spiritual and mental transforma¬ 
tion: he takes long luxurious 
baths, plays with suicide, pre¬ 
tends he’s a pro bowler (using an 
enormous melon that he later 
smashes and rubs all over his 
face), and, finally, dons a frilly 
black dress and does spectacular 
cartwheels down a hallway. 

When a handsome young 
straight man invades the space, 
Hsiao-kang does what any good 
gay boy would do. Plays the 
Kabuki April 24 (3:30 p.m.) and 
27 (9:30 p.m.), and Pacific Film 
Archive on April 29 (9:15 p.m.). 


And ... 

Other queer-tinged flicks worth 
the price of a ticket include Sonke 
Wortmann’s hit comedy Pretty 
Baby, a ISlm fiom Germany th^i 
explores “masculinity and sex” 
through lovable characters and situa¬ 
tions (more about this next week); 
French filmmaker Andre Techine’s 
long-awaited Wild Reeds, about a 
group of students who grapple with 
issues both social and sexud in early 
’60s France; and short films 7n?vor, 
a brief coming-to-fagdom flick set 
in the early ’80s, and local filmmak¬ 
er Daven Gee’s Rising, a compelling 
portrait of a family. Lourdes 
Portillo’s The Devil Never Sleeps 
and Marina Zurkow’s Body of 
Correspondence round out the mix.

deserter, Paul, after the two 
meet in a darkened theatre. The 
two circle each others’ emotion¬ 
al spheres somewhat ambiva¬ 
lently until they make tentative 
love in a scene fraught with ten¬ 
der insecurities. 

Michelle throws the film in a 
different direction, however, 
when she keeps a pre-arranged 
appointment with the person 
who just may be the true object 
of her desire, Danielle (Joelle 
Marlier). This is one of 
Akerman’s best films to date, 
warm, humorous, tender. It’s 
also elegantly photographed and 
edited and makes effective use 
of music.

Doc» and frocks 

Three American documen¬ 
taries of queer interest in the festi¬ 
val are Arthur Dong’s Coming 
Out Under Fire, an examination 
of the role gays and lesbians 
played in the U.S. military during 
World War El, and Marlon Riggs’ 
Black Is ... Black Ain't, which 
tackles the heady question. Is 
there a black identity? Riggs’ film 
screened to great acclaim at the 
recent Sundance and Berlin Film 
Festivals, and Dong’s Coming 
Out Under Fire has earned acco¬ 
lades at film festivals around the 
globe. Dong’s film plays the 
Kabuki April 24 (4:15 p.m.).

standably acquiesced. Most 
physique publishers cooperated 
with authorities in order to 
avoid the public humiliation of 
an obscenity trial. 

Most, but not all. The Federal 
Justice Department indicted 
Chicago’s FGis Studio in 1958 
for producing photographs of 
male models whose posing 
straps showed “excessive genital 
delineation.” Simultaneously, 
the Chicago district court prose¬ 
cuted the studio for producing 
photos showing men’s dicks. 
Much to the surprise of the 
authorities, studio head Chuck 
Renslow rebelled by pleading 
not guilty. A handful of similar 
obscenity cases tried to fight 
indictments by attempting to 
prove that their photographs 
were art, a defense that failed 
every time. Renslow, however, 
with the assistance of the 
American Civil Liberties Union, 
argued that his photographs 
were not pornography because 
the human body was not 
obscene. The judge decided in 
his favor. Renslow’s case went 
all the way to the U.S. Supreme 
Court before the decision stood. 

Nonetheless, photographs 
showing men’s dicks remained 
unacceptable to censors except 
in health manuals or nudist 
magazines imported from 
Denmark. So in 1965, with the 
intent to provoke the ban on full 
frontal male nudity, Clark P. 


Polak published a dick-bran- 
dishing centerfold in his Drum 
magazine. The authorities took 
up the gauntlet and indicted 
Polak and his publication. The 
case dragged on for years and, 
like Renslow’s, went all the way 
to the U.S. Supreme Court, 
which declared that the male 
body was not obscene. As 
Hooven states, “Polak’s case 
made the whole man - genitals 
and all - photographable.” 

The beginning 
and the end 

All the fuss around Polak’s 
case increased the public 
demand for explicit male 
pornography, which, ironically, 
helped drive physique maga¬ 
zines out of business. The 
Athletic Model Guild, the 
longest surviving physique stu¬ 
dio, closed its doors on 
December 31, 1993. Compared 
to present-day gay sex rags like 
Advocate Men and Colt, 
Physique Pictorial seems 
quaint. The models are hand¬ 
some yet ordinary. Although 
predominantly young and 
white, they come in different 
shapes and sizes: hairy, smooth, 
lithe, beefy. The photographic 
settings and poses provoke the 
imagination, and the digest 
magazine size is easy to hold in 
one hand. 

Perhaps the friendly accessi¬ 
bility of Physique Pictorial and 
publications like it is no longer 
relevant in today’s out-and- 
proud, AIDS-ridden gay land¬ 
scape. ▼

Beware The Rim

n a rainy night when you’re just aching to 
get off, there’s nothing like a good pom 
flick. But good pom is hard to find. You 
do your best to sort out the trash, but 
sometimes you still wind up popping that tape 
back into its carton with a “ripped off again” gri¬ 
mace on your face. 

Below The Rim, from Palomino films, offers 
great promise. The picture on the tape’s carton 
shows two men in a cave with dicks pressing nice¬ 
ly against their classic Calvin Kleins. This, 

I thought, would do nicely 
because my face and their 
dicks under cotton would 
make a fine threesome. 

After a tmly awful opening 
song (Johnny Cash in his disco 
years), the film begins. Two men 
step out of a tmck and immedi¬ 
ately go at each other in a crazed 
frenzy. It looks like lust, or like 
they drank too many espressos 
while waiting for the film crew to 
get the lighting right. A lot of rim¬ 
ming and some savage mouth- 
fucking ensues. The top man 
spends the entire time spewing 
pathetic dirty talk, but, like all good 
bottoms, the cocksucker just 
ignores him and chows down on his 
meaty dick and pretty asshole. My 
pom partner and I were both 
impressed by the bottom’s agility. 

Balanced on the edge of the tmck’s tailgate and 
curled nearly in half, this guy could probably have 
sucked himself off for a less annoying orgasm. 

A half hard-on goes to the bottom, who then gets 
fucked (making some very sweet noises), but it could 
have been a tmly rigid dick if the top man would have 
just shut up. (Dianne Wiest, from Woody Allen’s 
Bullets Over Broadway, could have helped here: 
“Don’t speak, don’t speak ... please don’t speak.”) 

My pom partner was tired out by the frenetic 
top in the first scene, but the film did slow down to 
a more reasonable pace. Fuck Two involves the 
ubiquitous seduction-of-a-straight man scene as 
Bo Summers analytically describes the benefits of 
homo fucking to Scott Russell (a “straight” man 
with a tmly nelly “direct cocks here” mustache). 
While I usually desire more plot development in 
pom flicks, after this scene I remembered that the 
Gods punish sinners by granting them their wish¬ 
es. New mle: don’t include plot build-up if it 
sounds like the dialogue in this film. 

Once you hit the mute button, the scene 
improves considerably. Bo has a butt that’s truly 
worth separating from his body and enjoying 
alone. Scott, on the other hand, has magnificent, 
sparse blond hair over his tanned body that looks 
fantastic in the sun. While their suck/fuck is pleas¬ 


ant, it ends with a real dribble. Throughout, I 
noticed that my pom partner was playing with the 
TV’s color, hue, balance, and any other trick the 
remote would reveal to him, so I can’t say that the 
scene was absolutely riveting. 

Cowboy gear, douching 

The film’s remaining fucks include a threesome 
in a truck and a foursome around a hot tub. Of 
these scenes, Mark Andrews (though pale) demon¬ 
strates the most believable facial expressions when 
he’s fucking Austin Michaels. (He has that fierce I- 
don’t-care-if-this-is-bad-pom, I’m-get- 
ting-mine-while-this-kid-is-bent-over 
gleam in his eye.) 

Matt Dietz is also worth seeing. While 
he’s on camera less than anyone else in 
the film, he made me appreciate cow¬ 
boy fashion for the first time. That is, if 
cowboys started to wear only a wide- 
brimmed hat, boots, and nothing in- 
between. Matt’s big frame is luscious, 
a little plump, and worth some more 
concentrated camera time. Only his 
shaved ball sack and asshole - 
absolutely mandatory in pom - mar 
his looks. (Note: Use some lotion to 
heal that angry-looking razor bum!) 
Muscular and with some meat on 
him, he’s a perfect contrast to Clint 
Benedict, who looks like he used 
his Ronco Food Drying Machine on 
himself. Just how does he manage 
to keep that massive chest vertical 
over those stringy little legs? 

The strangest aspect of Below The Rim is not 
that it rarely rises above standard pom fare, but that 
it includes outtakes during the film’s final credits. 
Watch one of the film crew wipe down Scott 
Russell when he gets a little too lubricated. Enjoy 
the spectacle of the threesome balancing on top of 
the truck and nearly falling off. What, I thought, is 
going on? Even if this film had gotten me off, why 
in the world are they showing me outtakes? 

If you’re going to rent Below The Rim, expect to 
fast forward a lot, because this is a film to be 
enjoyed in parts, not as a whole. Some great dicks 
and butts (look better freeze-framed), and the bot¬ 
toms really shine when they get fucked, or use 
their assholes anyway they can. In one scene, a 
bottom douches with a garden hose again and 
again and again - you’ve got to appreciate his rela¬ 
tionship with his asshole. Otherwise, this is a for¬ 
gettable pom flick that forces you to end up using 
your own imagination to get off. That is, if you can 
get the images from the film out of your head. ▼
